State to pay $9M to settle psychiatric patient suit 


Abuse, psychological ‘torture’ alleged at Connecticut psychiatric hospital

Connecticut has settled a $9 million 
lawsuit in the case of William Shehadi, a 
mentally ill man whose physical and psycho- 
logical abuse, while he was a patient at the 
state’s maximum-security psychiatric hospi- 
tal, were captured on video. 

The settlement, approved by a Connecti- 
cut judge and announced Thursday, is the 
largest ever to be paid to an individual by 
the state. 

The multimillion-dollar settlement, 
filed by Shehadi’s brother and conservator, 
Albert Shehadi, against the state, the State 
Department of Mental Health and Addic- 
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tion Services and its commissioner and 11 
Whiting employees and administrators, was 
approved by Superior Court Judge Barbara 
Bellis. 

In more than 50 incidents of abuse over 
24 days, attorneys for Albert Shehadi say 
William Shehadi was hit, kicked, doused 
with liquids, forced to wear a diaper on 
his head and “psychologically tortured” by 
nurses and staff at Whiting Forensic Hospi- 
tal, according to records. 

The state-run facility in Middletown 
specializes in inpatient services for indi- 
viduals with mental health conditions who 
are involved in the criminal justice system, 
including those who are deemed not guilty 
by reason of insanity. 
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Evidence of the regular abuse he 
endured led to the arrests of 10 Whiting 
staff members and the dismissal of more 35 
employees, including the Whiting Chief of 
Patient Care Services Renata Kozak, whose 
employment was terminated for her role in 
the abuse, according to Shehadi’s lawyers. 
She also paid an additional undisclosed sum 
to Albert Shehadi in a settlement. 

Shehadi’s attorney, Antonio Ponvert 
III, of the Bridgeport-based firm Koskoff, 
Koskoff & Bieder, said that the goal of the 
lawsuit against the state and the staff “was 
to hold abusers and State officials account- 
able for the torture of a profoundly vulnera-

WINDSOR LOCKS — Bradley 
International Airport soon will 
mark the end of time-wasting shut- 
tle bus rides for travelers picking 
up rental cars, a significant mile- 
stone celebrated Thursday with 
the completion of the airport’s 
$210 million ground transporta- 
tion center. 

All the airport’s rental car 
companies — now scattered in and 
around Bradley — will be consol- 
idated in two weeks at the trans- 
portation center, connected to the 
terminal bya skywalk. 

At a ceremony in the space 
Thursday and attended by dozens, 
US. Sen. Chris Murphy, D-Conn., 
said the airport forms a potent 
first impression both for leisure 
and business travelers. The ease of 
securing arental car is so crucial, it 
can play arolein a company’s deci- 
sion to locate in Connecticut and 
the Hartford area, Murphy said. 

“This is going to pay imme- 
diate dividends when it comes 
to marketing the state, when it 
comes to the governor’s efforts to 
bring new companies to this state,” 
Murphy said, “as well as providing 
amuch better experience for fami- 
lies coming to visit loved ones here, 
and Connecticut residents as well.”

Ex-associate attorney general 
Kohler ‘knows our state’s 
election laws inside and out’

Gov. Ned Lamont announced Thurs- 
day he will appoint a retired career state 
employee who handled election matters 
in the state attorney general’s office to 
succeed Secretary of the State Denise 
Merrill. 

Mark F. Kohler of North Haven retired 
earlier this year following a 30-year career 
in the office of the attorney general, most 
recently as an associate attorney general. 
From 2011 to 2021 he headed the Special 
Litigation Department that represents the 
state’s constitutional officers, legislature 
and judiciary, with responsibilities over 
election matters, charities, gambling and 
federal Indian tribal issues, officials said. 

The secretary of the state is Connecti- 
cut’s chief elections officer, who helps 
establish and administer rules to guide 
voting by mail procedures. 

Merrill, 73, stepped down Thursday, six 
months before her term ends, to care for 
her husband. She announced last year she 
will not seek a fourth term. 

Kohler will take the job July 11 and 
remain in office until the next secretary of 
the state, who will be elected in November, 
takes over in January. 

Lamont said he is pleased Kohler agreed 
to “step away briefly” from his retirement. 
Kohler’s experience in the attorney gener- 
al’s office “will benefit him as secretary of 
the state,” the governor said. 

“Mark is incredibly well-respected as a 
levelheaded, tactful and experienced attor- 
ney who has a considerable understanding 
of Connecticut state statutes, particularly 
those concerning the operations of our 
elections and government administration,” 
he said.

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Biden: Abortion 
justifies filibuster 
rule exception 


Opportunity would come if 
Democrats gain seats in Senate

WASHINGTON — President Joe Biden 
said Thursday that he would support 
an exception to the Senate filibuster 
to protect abortion access, a shift that 
comes as Democrats coalesce around an 
election-year message intended to rally 
voters who are outraged or deflated by the 
Supreme Court decision overturning Roe 
v. Wade. 

Although Democrats control the Senate 
by the narrowest of margins, there isn’t 
enough support within their caucus to 
change the filibuster rule, which allows 
any member to block legislation unless it

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ble human being who depended upon 
them for treatment and care.” 

“No person is above the law, espe- 
cially those who are responsible for our 
most helpless citizens,” said Ponvert. 

Mark Cusson, a third-shift nurse 
who Shehadi’s attorney’s office 
called “the ringleader of the abuse,” 
was found guilty by a jury in 2019 on 
multiple charges of intentional cruelty 
to persons and disorderly conduct 
in March 2017, according to court 
records. 

Cusson, of Southington, was 
captured on video repeatedly kick- 
ing Shehadi, who was 62 at the time, 
straddling him and placing his groin 
and butt in Shehadi’s face and repeat- 
edly entering Shehadi’s room and 
pacing around his bed, pretending to 
lunge toward him, according to police 
records. Cusson is currently serving 
a five-year sentence at the MacDou- 
gall-Walker Correctional Institution in 
Suffield, according to the state Depart- 
ment of Correction. 

Albert Shehadi said in a statement 
released Thursday that the individu- 
als responsible for abusing his brother 
were held accountable for their crimes 
and this week’s settlement “holds the 
state accountable for the incredible 
level of systemic failure that allowed 
the abuse to occur” 

“It is hard to comprehend the level 
of systemic failure that allowed some- 
one so incapacitated to be so brutally 
abused so openly for so long,” he said. 

During an emotional testimony 
before a legislative committee in 2017, 
Albert Shehadi said watching the 
videos of the abuse was a painful expe- 
rience and described the scale of the 
abuse as incomprehensible. 

Warrants that were issued for other 
employees alleged abuse like forc- 
ing William Shehadi to wear a dirty 
diaper on his head and wrapping a 
sheet around his head and over his 
face, records show. 

Albert Shehadi said he hopes the 
outcome of his brother’s case sends a 
message to state leaders about the need 
“to dramatically improve the treat- 
ment of severely mentally ill individ- 
uals who are in the care of our State” 

In the settlement, the state also 
agreed to waive amore than $8 million 
bill owed by William Shehadi for his 
more than 30 years in custody and the 
State agreed to certain other terms, like 
24/7 video monitoring for the rest of 
his stay at the hospital. 

“This was a very difficult case, and 
the state and the parties can move 
forward now that it has been resolved,” 


a spokesperson for the office of 
Connecticut Attorney General William 
Tong said in a statement on Thursday. 

William Shehadi was committed to 
the hospital in 1995 after being found 
not guilty by reason of insanity in the 
killing of his father in Greenwich. 
His court-ordered commitment to 
Whiting Forensic ended in 2005. 
His confinement, however, has been 
extended because of his mental illness, 
including delusions, compulsiveness 
and arange of autism-like symptoms. 

Another lawsuit filed in U.S. District 
Court against the nurses and treat- 
ment specialists who carried out the 
abuse, which claims assault, battery 
and the infliction of emotional distress, 
was also settled for an undisclosed 
amount, according to the statement 
from Shehadi’s law firm. 

Disability Rights Connecticut, the 
state’s designated advocate for people 
with disabilities, began its own inves- 
tigation of Connecticut Valley Hospi- 
tal and the Whiting Forensic Division 
in 2017 in the wake of Shehadi’s abuse 
scandal. The group found that some 
of the dismissed employees have won 
their jobs back through arbitration. 

Disability Rights Connecticut found 
that Whiting staff operate with an 
over-reliance on restraining patients 
and recommended more individual- 
ized care than standard hospital-wide 
practices for patients with a wide vari- 
ety of needs. 

In an attempt at reform, Whiting 
became a separate hospital with new 
managers on the CVH grounds. The 
hospital has 91 high-security beds. 

Earlier this year, a state task force 
recommended sweeping changes to 
Whiting’s practices, including replac- 
ing the hospital with a more up-to- 
date facility. The task force reported 
that they toured the building and inter- 
viewed patients, staff and advocates 
who all indicated the building was “in 
poor condition” with numerous safety 
issues like vermin, lice, limited natural 
light and broken equipment. 

“There was unanimous agreement 
that these aspects of the maximum-se- 
curity facility are, in part, a reason for 
hopelessness on the part of patients 
and low morale on the part of staff,’ 
the report said. 

Ponvert said he hopes the case sets 
a precedent. 

“Let this case be an example to all 
mental health workers in Connecticut 
and across the nation,” Ponvert said. 
“Our laws and our nation’s Constitu- 
tion protect ill and vulnerable people, 
people in custody, the weakest among 
us. Violate your sacred duty toward 
your fellow human beings, and you will 
go to jail. You will forever be known as 
a sadistic monster.”

receives 60 votes. 

But Biden’s statement was 
the latest indication that if 
the party picks up a few more 
seats in the midterm elections 
in November, Democrats could 
seize the opportunity to pass 
legislation creating a nation- 
wide right to abortion. 

“Tf the filibuster gets in the 
way, it’s like voting rights,” 
Biden said, referencing the 
rare other issue where he 
supports sidestepping the 
rule. Speaking during a news 
conference in Madrid, where 
he was attending a NATO 
summit, the Democratic pres- 
ident said there should be an 
“exception to the filibuster 
for this action to deal with the 
Supreme Court decision.” 

Democrats hold 50 seats in 
the 100-person Senate, with 
Vice President Kamala Harris 
able to break ties when she 
presides over the Senate. It 
would take 51 votes to change 
the filibuster rule. 

But at least two Democratic 
senators, Joe Manchin of West 
Virginia and Kyrsten Sinema 
of Arizona, don’t support 
changing the filibuster rule. 
They also blocked an effort to 
protect voting rights earlier 
this year, dealing a defeat to 
Biden and Democrats who 
said the legislation was vital to 
protecting democracy. 

Harris said earlier this week 
that “the votes don’t exist” for 
changing the filibuster now. 

“Why are we talking about 
hypotheticals?” she told NPR. 

Sen. Dick Durbin, D-II. 
who was also attending the 
NATO summit in Madrid, said 
Thursday that it’s not practi- 
cal to expect “massive insti- 
tutional change” because 
of opposition to filibuster 
changes within the caucus. 

“This is not the political 
environment to be looking for 
that,” he said. 

With Biden unpopular and 
inflation continuing to rise, 
Republicans are poised to 
make gains in the November 
elections and perhaps retake 
control of Congress. Demo- 
crats have been grasping for 
a message that would change 
the course of the election, and 
they’ve increasingly empha-

sized to voters that they need 
at least two more seats in the 
Senate to make progress on key 
issues. 

During a Los Angeles fund- 
raiser last month, Biden said 
“we need two more senators” 
because some members of the 
caucus are “slowing up what 
we're able to do.” 

The president has been 
under pressure to take as 
much executive action as 
possible to protect abortion 
rights, although his options are 
limited. Biden said he’s meet- 
ing Friday with governors to 
talk about abortion and “T’ll 
have announcements to make 
then” 

During Thursday’s news 
conference, Biden harshly 
criticized the Supreme Court’s 
decision on abortion and reit- 
erated his warnings that other 
constitutional protections 
could be at risk. 

“One thing that has been 
destabilizing is the outrageous 
behavior of the Supreme Court 
of the United States in over- 
ruling not only Roe v. Wade 
but essentially challenging the 
right to privacy,” he said. 

Senate Minority Leader 
Mitch McConnell, R-Ky., 
said Biden’s comments were 
“below the dignity of the pres- 
ident,’ and that the “attacks on 
the court are unmerited and 


dangerous.” 

“He’s upset that the court 
said the people, through their 
elected representatives, will 
have a say on abortion policy,” 
McConnell said in a statement. 
“That does not destabilize 
democracy — it affirms it. By 
contrast, it is behavior like the 
president’s that undermines 
equal justice and the rule of 
law.” 

Meanwhile, a Florida judge 
said Thursday that he will tem- 
porarily block a 15-week ban on 
abortions in the state, but his 
bench ruling won’t take effect 
before the ban becomes law 
Friday — an issue that could 
cause confusion for patients 
as well as abortion providers. 

And in Kentucky, a judge 
temporarily blocked that 
state’s near-total ban on abor- 
tions, allowing the procedures 
to resume after they were 
abruptly stopped when the 
Supreme Court overturned 
Roe v. Wade last week. 

The cases in Florida and 
Kentucky reflect battles being 
waged in courts across the 
country after the Supreme 
Court ruling. The high court 
left it up to states to decide 
whether abortion is legal 
within their borders, forcing 
attorneys on both sides of the 
debate to turn to their state 
constitutions.

inside and out.” 

“He is an unflappable 
manager who oversaw the 
deluge oflitigation defending 
our election laws and exec- 
utive orders during COVID- 
19, he said. 

“Mark Kohler is the abso- 


lute best choice to fill this role 
in this critical moment. He 
was one of the biggest brains 
in our office and knows our 
state’s election laws inside 
and out,” Tong said. 

State Rep. Terrie Wood, 
R-Darien, a candidate for 
the Republican nomination 
for secretary of the state, said 
Kohler has no public record 
and has worked in a “very 


activist” attorney general’s 
office staffed primarily by 
Democrats. 

“It doesn’t give me a lot of 
confidence,” she said. 

Aspokesman in the secre- 
tary of the state’s office did 
not respond to an email 
asking for an interview with 
Kohler. 

Lamont, who is seek- 
ing a second term, followed 


his own playbook in avoid- 
ing partisanship in select- 
ing constitutional officers. 
Choosing a secretary of the 
state who will not seek elec- 
tion ensures “this short-term 
appointment be clear of poli- 
tics,” he said. 

In December, Lamont 
appointed Natalie Braswell, a 
former high-ranking official 
in the comptroller’s office, to 


complete the term of Comp- 
troller Kevin P. Lembo, who 
resigned for health reasons. 

With both picks, Lamont 
selected veteran state employ- 
ees who will not be political 
candidates for their jobs. 

The governor passed over 
Deputy Secretary of the State 
Scott Bates, a national secu- 
rity expert who worked for 
several members of Congress 


and then-Gov. Douglas 
Wilder of Virginia. He was 
a board member and chair- 
man of the Connecticut Port 
Authority until 2019 when 
he resigned in 2019 as the 
agency faced criticism over 
spending practices.

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it will save travelers and build on the addition of multi- 
ple nonstop destinations at Bradley since the start of the 
pandemic. 

“Speed matters,” Lamont said. “It makes a big difference, 
and what an incredible introduction this is.” 

Construction on the transportation center began three 
years ago, and work continued through the pandemic. 

The project was financed by the sale of bonds by the 
Connecticut Airport Authority, the quasi-public agency that 
operates Bradley. But the debt will be paid off by user fees 
collected by the car rental companies, which include Hertz, 
Enterprise, Avis and Budget. 

The user fees are $8.40 a day, the authority said. 

Kevin A. Dillon, the authority’s executive director, said the 
transportation center will contribute to major environmen- 
tal benefits, eliminating a quarter million bus trips each year. 

“And the rental car [companies] will be making a signifi- 
cant investment in electric charging stations so they can ulti- 
mately convert their fleet to electric,’ Dillon said. “Another 
plus.” 

Dillon said he also foresees redevelopment potential in the 
next few years for land on Schoephoester Road where many 
of the car rental companies now have their lots. 

Here are seven things to know about the new transpor- 
tation center: 


When does it open to the public? 
July 13. 


How big is the transportation center? 

The transportation center is 1.4 million square feet, almost 
200,000 square feet larger than Westfarms mall on the West 
Hartford/Farmington line. 


How do | reach the transportation center after arriving in 
the terminal? 

A skywalk connects the terminal to the transportation 
center. The skywalk leads to the third level of the transpor- 
tation center, where Enterprise, National and Alamo are 
located. The level above hosts Hertz, Dollar and Thrifty; the 
floor below Avis, Budget and Payless. 


How many rental cars can the new transportation center 
accommodate? 

Up to 2,300. Each level has vacuuming and car washing 
stations that can turnaround returned rentals in 15 to 20 
minutes, according to Bob Bruno, the authority’s director 
of engineering. 


How do you exit once you have your rental car? 

Aramp in the shape ofa helix on the western side of center 
leads to a highway entrance that eventually leads to I-91. 
A second helix on the eastern side is for the return of the 
rentals. 


Is there additional parking incorporated in the 
transportation center? 

Yes. There are 850 spaces divided between the ground 
level of the transportation center and an adjacent covered 
lot. 

The daily rate is $25 for the “covered” parking and the rate 
for the lot has not yet been determined, the authority said. 

The authority now operates about 8,000 parking spaces at 
the airport, with 3,500 in the existing garage. The spaces in 
the transportation center — representing a 10% increase — 
will be used if the garage — connected by ashort access road 
to the transportation center — is filled, Bruno said. 


Are there connections to public transportation? 

The transportation center will eventually house bus arriv- 
als and departures, providing connections to trains. A final 
timetable has not be determined. 

It is hoped that the transportation center also will have 
a direct connection in the future to a light rail spur of the 
Hartford Line.

Justices water down reach of EPA 


Agency limited on 
ability to curb power 
plants’ emissions

WASHINGTON — In 
a blow to the fight against 
climate change, the Supreme 
Court on Thursday limited 
how the nation’s main anti- 
air pollution law can be 
used to reduce carbon diox- 
ide emissions from power 
plants. 

By a6-3 vote, with conser- 
vatives in the majority, the 
court said that the Clean 
Air Act does not give the 
Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency broad author- 
ity to regulate greenhouse 
gas emissions from power 
plants that contribute to 
global warming. 

The decision, said envi- 
ronmental advocates and 
dissenting liberal justices, 
was a major step in the 
wrong direction — “a gut 
punch,” one prominent 
meteorologist said — at a 
time of increasing environ- 
mental damage attributable 
to climate change amid dire 
warnings about the future. 

The court’s ruling could 
complicate the adminis- 
tration’s plans to combat 
climate change. Its detailed 
proposal to regulate power 
plant emissions is expected 
by the end of the year. 
Though the decision was 
specific to the EPA, it was in 
line with the conservative 
majority’s skepticism of the 
power of regulatory agen- 
cies and it sent a message 
on possible future effects 
beyond climate change and 
air pollution. 

The decision put an excla- 
mation point on a court 
term in which a conserva- 
tive majority, bolstered by

three appointees of former 
President Donald Trump, 
also overturned the nearly 
50-year-old nationwide 
right to abortion, expanded 
gun rights and issued major 
religious rights rulings, all 
over liberal dissents. 

President Joe Biden aims 
to cut the nation’s green- 
house gas emissions in half 
by the end of the decade and 
to have an emissions-free 
power sector by 2035. Power 
plants account for roughly 
30% of carbon dioxide 
output. 

“Capping carbon dioxide 
emissions at a level that will 
force a nationwide transi- 
tion away from the use of 
coal to generate electricity 
may be asensible ‘solution to 


the crisis of the day? ” Chief 
Justice John Roberts wrote 
in his opinion for the court. 

But, Roberts added, the 
Clean Air Act doesn’t give 
EPA the authority to do so 
and that Congress must 
speak clearly on this subject. 

“A decision of such magni- 
tude and consequence rests 
with Congress itself, or an 
agency acting pursuant to 
a clear delegation from that 
representative body,” he 
wrote. 

Ina dissent, Justice Elena 
Kagan wrote that the deci- 
sion strips the EPA of the 
power Congress gave it to 
respond to “the most press- 
ing environmental challenge 
of our time” 

Kagan said the stakes 


in the case are high. She 
said, “The Court appoints 
itself instead of Congress 
or the expert agency the 
decision-maker on climate 
policy. I cannot think of 
many things more frighten- 
ing” 

Biden, in a statement, 
called the ruling “another 
devastating decision that 
aims to take our country 
backwards.” He said he 
would “not relent in using 
my lawful authorities to 
protect public health and 
tackle the climate crisis.” 

And EPA head Michael 
Regan said his agency will 
move forward witha rule to 
impose environmental stan- 
dards on the energy sector. 

West Virginia Attorney 


General Patrick Morrisey, 
who led the legal challenge 
to EPA authority, said the 
“EPA can no longer side- 
step Congress to exercise 
broad regulatory power that 
would radically transform 
the nation’s energy grid and 
force states to fundamen- 
tally shift their energy port- 
folios away from coal-fired 
generation.” 

But University of Geor- 
gia meteorology professor 
Marshall Shepherd, a past 
president of the American 
Meteorological Society, said 
of the decision: “It feels like 
agut punch to critical efforts 
to combat the climate crisis 
which has the potential to 
place lives at risk for decades 
to come.” 


The court held that 
Congress must speak with 
specificity when it wants to 
give an agency authority to 
regulate on an issue of major 
national significance. 

Several conservative 
justices have criticized what 
they see as the unchecked 
power of federal agencies. 

On the environment, 
Biden’s signature plan to 
address climate, a sweeping 
social and environmental 
policy bill known as Build 
Back Better, is all but dead 
amid united opposition 
from congressional Repub- 
licans and Democratic Sen. 
Joe Manchin from coal state 
West Virginia. 

Under a trimmed-down 
version, the legislation 
backed by Democrats offers 
tax credits and spending 
to boost renewable power 
such as wind and solar and 
sharply increase the number 
of electric vehicles. 

Also Thursday, the 
Supreme Court agreed to 
hear an appeal from North 
Carolina Republicans that 
could drastically limit 
state court authority over 
congressional redistrict- 
ing, as well as elections for 
Congress and the presi- 
dency. 

The appeal challenges 
a state court ruling throw- 
ing out the congressional 
districts drawn by North 
Carolina’s General Assem- 
bly that made GOP candi- 
dates likely victors in 10 of 
the state’s 14 congressional 
districts. 

The issue has arisen 
repeatedly in cases from 
North Carolina and Penn- 
sylvania, where Democratic 
majorities on the states’ 
highest courts have invoked 
voting protections in their 
state constitutions to frus- 
trate the plans of Republi- 
can-dominated legislatures. 


Jackson joins court, makes history 


First Black female 
justice takes seat 
at tumultuous time

WASHINGTON — 
Ketanji Brown Jackson was 
sworn in to the Supreme 
Court on Thursday, shatter- 
inga glass ceiling as the first 
Black woman on the nation’s 
highest court. 

Jackson, 51, is the court’s 
116th justice, and she took 
the place of the justice she 
once worked for. Justice Ste- 
phen Breyer’s retirement 
was effective at noon. 

Moments later, joined by 
her family, Jackson recited 
the two oaths required of 
Supreme Court justices, one 
administered by Breyer and 
the other by Chief Justice 
John Roberts. 

“With a full heart, I accept 
the solemn responsibility 
of supporting and defend- 
ing the Constitution of the 
United States and adminis- 
tering justice without fear 
or favor, so help me God,” 
Jackson said in a statement 
issued by the court. “I am 
truly grateful to be part of 
the promise of our great 
Nation. I extend my sincer- 
est thanks to all of my new 
colleagues for their warm 
and gracious welcome.” 

Roberts welcomed Jack- 
son “to the court and our 
common calling.” The cere- 
mony was streamed live on

the court’s website. 

Jackson, a federal judge 
since 2013, is joining three 
other women: Justices Sonia 
Sotomayor, Elena Kagan 
and Amy Coney Barrett. It’s 
the first time four women 
will serve together on the 
nine-member court. 

Biden nominated Jack- 
son in February, a month 
after Breyer, 83, announced 
he would retire at the end 
of the court’s term, assum- 
ing his successor had been 
confirmed. Breyer’s earli- 
er-than-usual announce- 
ment and the condition he 
attached was a recognition 
of the Democrats’ tenuous 
hold on the Senate in an era 


of hyper-partisanship, espe- 
cially surrounding federal 
judgeships. 

The Senate confirmed 
Jackson’s nomination in 
early April, by a53-47 mostly 
party-line vote that included 
support from three Repub- 
licans. 

Jackson had been in a 
sort of judicial limbo since, 
remaining a judge on the 
federal appeals court in 
Washington, D.C., but not 
hearing any cases. Biden 
elevated her to that court 
from the district judgeship 
to which she was appointed 
by President Barack Obama. 

Glynda Carr, president of 
Higher Heights for Amer- 


ica, an organization that 
advocates for the growth 
of Black women’s political 
power, said the timing of 
Jackson’s swearing-in was 
bittersweet. 

“Although we celebrate 
her today, one Black woman 
or acohort of Black women 
can’t save this democracy 
alone. We are a piece of it 
and we are doing our work, 
our part. She’s going to 
forever reshape and shape 
that court. But she’s just a 
piece of the work that needs 
to happen moving forward,” 
Carr said. 

Because of Jackson’s ap- 
pointment, Judith Browne 
Dianis, a Black lawyer in 


Washington, said she in- 
tends to end her protest 
against joining the Supreme 
Court Bar. She started it 
when Justice Clarence 
Thomas was confirmed in 
1991. She said that even the 
series of conservative rul- 
ings from the court over 
the past week on abortion 
and gun rights cannot take 
away from the significance 
of Thursday’s ceremony. 

“This is a momentous 
occasion and it’s still a beau- 
tiful moment,’ said Dianis, 
executive director of the 
civil rights group Advance- 
ment Project. 

But, Dianis added, “she’s 
joining the court at a time 
when conservatives are 
holding the line and trying 
to actually take us back, 
because they see the prog- 
ress that’s being made in 
our country. It’s like the 
Civil War that never ended. 
That’s the court that she’s 
joining.” 

Jackson will be able to 
work immediately, but the 
court will have just finished 
the bulk ofits work until the 
fall, apart from emergency 
appeals that occasionally 
arise. That will give her 
time to settle in and familiar- 
ize herself with the roughly 
two dozen cases the court 
already has agreed to hear 
starting in October as well 
as hundreds of appeals that 
will pile up over the sum- 
mer. 

She helps form the most 
diverse court in its 232-year 


history and is the first 
former public defender to 
be a justice. The court that 
Jackson is joining is the 
most conservative it has 
been since the 1930s. She is 
likely to be on the losing end 
of important cases, which 
could include examinations 
of the role of race in college 
admissions, congressio- 
nal redistricting and voting 
rights that the court, with 
its 6-3 conservative major- 
ity, will take up next term. 

Today’s court is sur- 
rounded by security fencing, 
and justices and their fami- 
lies have 24-hour protection 
by U.S. Marshals, the result 
of a law passed days after a 
man carrying a gun, knife 
and zip ties was arrested 
near Justice Brett Kavana- 
ugh’s Maryland house after 
threatening to kill the jus- 
tice. 

The bill was introduced 
in May shortly after the leak 
of a draft court opinion that 
would overrule Roe v. Wade. 

The court issued final 
opinions earlier Thurs- 
day after a momentous 
and rancorous term that 
included overturning Roe 
v. Wade’s guarantee of the 
right to an abortion. One 
of Thursday’s decisions 
limited how the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
can use the nation’s main 
anti-air pollution law to 
reduce carbon dioxide emis- 
sions from power plants, 
a blow to the fight against 
climate change. 


Biden can end Trump-era asylum policy, justices decide

WASHINGTON — The 
Supreme Court said Thurs- 
day the Biden administra- 
tion can scrap a Trump-era 
immigration policy that was 
at the center of efforts to 
deter asylum-seekers, forc- 
ing some to wait in Mexico. 
Two conservative justices 
joined their three liberal 
colleagues in siding with the 
White House. 

The justices’ decision 
came in a case involving 


former President Donald 
Trump’s “Remain in 
Mexico” policy, formally 
know as Migrant Protection 
Protocols, which enrolled 
about 70,000 people after it 
was launched in 2019. 
President Joe Biden 
suspended the program 
on his first day in office in 
January 2021. But lower 
courts ordered it reinstated 
in response to a lawsuit 
from Republican-led Texas 
and Missouri. The current 
administration has sent far 
fewer people back to Mexico 


than did the Trump admin- 
istration. 

The heart of the legal 
fight was about whether 
U.S. immigration authori- 
ties, with far less detention 
capacity than needed, had 
to send people to Mexico 
or whether those author- 
ities had the discretion 
under federal law to release 
asylum-seekers into the 
United States while they 
awaited their hearings. 

After Biden’s suspension 
of the program, Homeland 
Security Secretary Alejan- 


dro Mayorkas ended it in 
June 2021. In October, the 
department produced addi- 
tional justifications for the 
policy’s demise, but that was 
to no avail in the courts. 
Chief Justice John 
Roberts wrote that an 
appeals court “erred in hold- 
ing that the” federal Immi- 
gration and Nationality Act 
“required the Government 
to continue implementing 
MPP” Joining the majority 
opinion was fellow conser- 
vative Brett Kavanaugh, a 
Trump appointee, as well 


as liberal justices Stephen 
Breyer, Sonia Sotomayor 
and Elena Kagan. 

U.S. authorities stopped 
migrants 1.2 million times 
on the Mexico border from 
December through May, 
illustrating the limited 
impact “Remain in Mexico” 
has had under Biden. 

Democratic-led states and 
progressive groups were on 
the administration’s side in 
the case. Republican-run 
states and conservative 
groups sided with Texas and 
Missouri.

Displaced in Ukraine 
left parents behind 
to escape war zone

LVIV, Ukraine — In the 
arched dining hall of a 
former boarding school in 
Lviv, Kamila Horbachova 
and other teenage girls set 
out dishes, as younger chil- 
dren scrambled into seats 
and tucked into dinners 
handed out by the cafeteria 
staff. 

These displaced children 
from eastern Ukraine — 
most of whose parents were 
unable to leave critical jobs 
like those in hospitals or the 
military — endured a fraught 
escape, narrowly missing a 
Russian bombardment, and 
fleeing their hometowns to 
take refuge on the other side 
of the country. 

“I was very worried that 
we were leaving without 
our parents, by ourselves,” 
Kamila, 14, said, adding that 
when she boarded the train 
alone, “it was horrible for 
me.” 

Now the children are 
navigating a strange new 
reality: They go to school 
and have movie nights, 
reclaiming something of a 
normal childhood, even as 
they frantically call their 
parents daily to make sure 
they are still alive. 

“It was just a miracle 
that we were saved,’ said 
Anna Palova, a soft-spoken 
14-year-old with pink hair 
and manicured nails. “I just 
want this war to be finished 
and return home to my 
parents.” 

These 20 children are 
living with six teachers 
in the Mriya or “Dream” 
School — a former convent 
turned into a boarding 
school and now a shelter. It 
is one of many examples of 
how this war has uprooted 
the lives of children. 

Most of Ukraine’s chil- 
dren, up to two-thirds 
according to estimates from

the United Nations, have 
had to leave their homes 
at some point since Russia 
invaded in February. Many 
left with their mothers, but 
some, like these children, 
could not. They are finding a 
new community after being 
placed in the care of their 
teachers and sent some 800 
miles west to Lviv. 

These children already 
knew the perils of war. Their 
home city, Toretsk, is just 5 
miles from the front line 
between the separatist-held 
portion of the Donetsk 
region and the area held by 
Ukrainian troops. The city 
was captured by Russian- 
backed separatists in 2014 
before Ukrainian forces 
retook it later that year. 

Just walking to school was 
hazardous. A 2017 UNICEF 
report found that the major- 
ity of child casualties in the 
region were from mines and

other explosives left behind 
by combatants. 

But in recent months, 
the city was constantly 
bombarded by Russian 
forces and living conditions 
deteriorated. 

The education depart- 
ment organized buses to 
evacuate students. Some 
ended up in Lviv, where 
more than 75,000 children 
from elsewhere in Ukraine 
have come since the start 
of the war, according to the 
regional government. 

Kamila, 14, was in first 
grade when the conflict in 
the east began and said she 
had grown accustomed to 
the sounds of gunfire and 
occasional shelling. But as 
sporadic clashes turned toa 
steady onslaught, the situa- 
tion worsened. The electric- 
ity went out, then the water. 
Kamila’s parents, unable to 
leave because of key jobs in 
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mining, got her out of the 
city the only way they could. 
They hoped it would save 
her life. 

When she looked at her 
phone midway through the 
journey, she saw the news 
that the train station she had 
stood in the day before had 
been bombed. 

Russian forces shelled 
the station in Kramatorsk 
on April 8, and at least 50 
people were killed. The chil- 
dren had been scheduled to 
leave at that time, but a twist 
of fate saw their journey 
pushed up a day. 

“Tt just happened that we 
left earlier” Kamila said. She 
said she thanks God daily 
that they escaped with their 
lives. 

“Tt was very frightening,” 
said Oleh Cherkashchenko, 
28, one of the teachers look- 
ing after the children. “The 
children understood — they 
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have been living in a state 
of war for eight years. They 
know what loss is, what 
death is.” 

Bringing the students to 
Lviv has allowed the teachers 
to also escape the war while 
continuing their work. Those 
with their own children were 
able to bring them. 

Nazarii Petriv, who works 
for Lviv’s city government in 
the department of human- 
itarian policy and coor- 
dinates programming at 
the school, moved into the 
building in February. 

He said the teachers and 
staff were doing their best 
to provide support and care 
for children whose needs 
are complex: They range in 
age from toddlers to teens, 
are far from home and have 
witnessed the worst of war. 

“They have experienced a 
lot of suffering in their lives,” 
he said. 
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It has not always been 
easy to find support. The 
children need food, supplies 
and clothes. But their needs 
are not just physical. With 
support from UNICEF the 
school was able to bring 
in two local psychologists 
to help the children grap- 
ple with the mental and 
emotional toll of the war. Joe 
English, a communications 
specialist from UNICEF, 
said unaccompanied chil- 
dren “are among the most 
vulnerable of the vulnera- 
ble.” 

“The psychosocial impact 
the war is having on chil- 
dren is staggering, and it is 
often parents and caregivers 
whoare the first responders 
in terms of identifying and 
responding to children’s 
suffering,” he said. Unac- 
companied children “do not 
have that basic comfort of 
parental care,” he added.

State, federal leaders 
mull creating Space 
National Guard

Air Guard orphans in Space 


WASHINGTON — About 
1,000 Air National Guard 
troops who are assigned to 
space missions are mired in 
an identity crisis. 

Torn between the Air 
Force, where they have 
historically been assigned, 
and the military’s shiny 
new Space Force where they 
now work, their units have 
become orphans, according 
to commanders, as state and 
federal leaders wrangle over 
whether to create a Space 
National Guard. 

For federal authorities, 
the issue is mainly about the 
money. 

A Space Guard, they 
say, will create unneeded 
bureaucracy and cost up to 
$500 million a year. They 
argue it’s too high a price to 
slap anew name on a patch 
for an airman doing the 
same job at the same desk as 
ayear ago. 

But state Guard leaders 
say what’s at stake is more 
than just uniform patches. 
They say the split has caused 
budgeting gaps, training 
delays and recruiting prob- 
lems, and if unresolved 
will lead to bigger divi- 
sions, eroding units’ readi- 
ness in some of the nation’s 
critical space warfighting 
and nuclear command and 
control jobs. 

The state leaders don’t 
buy the money argument. 
They say a Space Guard 
will be needed in only seven 
states and Guam, where the 
Air Guard members who 
support space missions 
already reside. The cost, 
they say, will only be about 
$250,000, for new signs, 
tags and other administra- 
tive changes. 

“When they removed all 
the space operators out of 
the Air Force, the Air Force 
no longer really does space,” 
said Air Guard Lt. Col. Jere- 
miah Hitchner, commander

of the 109th Space Electro- 
magnetic Warfare Squadron 
in Guam. 

Hitchner was referring to 
the decision to shift active- 
duty Air Force troops doing 
space missions into the new 
Space Force. “They left us 
in the Air Force. So we were 
— for lack of a better term — 
orphaned. We were left on 
our own to survive.” 

Across the country, there 
are 1,008 Air National Guard 
citizen-airmen performing 
space jobs in Alaska, Cali- 
fornia, Colorado, Florida, 
Hawaii, New York, Ohio and 
Guam. 

Many of those Guard 
members work with Amer- 
ica’s highly sensitive and 
technical military satellite 
communications and missile 
warning systems. They are 
responsible for ensuring that 
those systems can survive 
and operate under all peace 
and wartime conditions. 

President Donald Trump 
ordered the creation of the 


Space Force in June 2018. 

But even before then, 
it had already been under 
discussion within the Air 
Force as a way to better 
defend U.S. interests in 
space, especially navigation 
and communication satel- 
lites. 

Unlike the Army, Navy 
and Air Force, the Space 
Force is not its own military 
department. 

Instead, it’s administered 
by the Air Force secretary, 
is led by a four-star general 
and provides forces for U.S. 
Space Command, which 
oversees the military’s space 
operations. 

To limit costs and avoid 
establishing a vast space 
bureaucracy, only a few 
military career fields were 
created for the Space Force: 
mainly space operations, 
cyber and intelligence jobs. 
Active-duty airmen who 
were doing those missions 
became Space Force Guard- 
ians. 


There are about 7,000 
active-duty Guardians, and 
asimilar number of civilians, 
with a budget of about $18 
billion for this fiscal year. 

Other duties — includ- 
ing legal, medical, public 
affairs and some administra- 
tive posts — continue to be 
carried out by Air Force staff. 

The opposition to creat- 
ing a small Space Guard 
appears to be centered at 
the White House and Office 
of Management and Budget. 

Last September, the 
budget office said it strongly 
opposed a Space National 
Guard, citing Congressio- 
nal Budget Office estimates 
that it could cost about $500 
million a year. 

“Establishing a Space 
National Guard would not 
deliver new capabilities 
— it would instead create 
new government bureau- 
cracy,” the OMB said. “The 
Air National Guard and Air 
Force Reserve units with 
space missions have effec- 


tively performed their roles 
with no adverse effect on 
DOD?’s space mission since 
the establishment of the 
Space Force.” DOD refers to 
the Department of Defense. 

While having a Space 
Guard was part of the initial 
Air Force plan, the fund- 
ing limits have become the 
overriding issue. There 
are wotries that creating 
a Guard structure would 
mean more overhead costs, 
including the need for a 
Space Guard commander 
and other senior staff. 

Also, there is a distant fear 
that once that structure is 
in place, other states could 
lobby for their own units, 
again expanding the costs. 

In the states, Guard 
members say they are strug- 
gling with increased bureau- 
cracy and that it’s becoming 
harder to get training slots 
for new recruits. 

Sitting alongside the 
active-duty Space Guard- 
ians, the Air Guard members

say they’re doing their same 
jobs, but without a formal 
link to the Space Force. As 
the Space Force develops 
its own job descriptions and 
requirements, Air Guard 
troops complain it’s more 
difficult to be promoted in 
space mission jobs. 

“We need to be aligned 
with people that under- 
stand the space mission, 
have responsibility for the 
space mission, and have all 
the authorities and align- 
ment in the space mission,” 
said Senior Master Sgt. 
Harry Smith, flight chief for 
the 137th Space Warning 
Squadron in Colorado. “The 
Air Force should be focused 
on air power.” 

Commanders said that 
over time, the disconnect 
will worsen. Already, they 
said, funding is becoming a 
problem because they are 
requesting money from the 
Air Force for a Space Force 
mission or equipment. 

“The Space Force and 
Air Force now have their 
own fund lines. They’re 
appropriated completely 
different,” said Hitchner. 
“That makes an issue for 
me because I’m in the air 
side trying to spend Space 
Force money. It’s sometimes 
legally not possible.” 

Some members of 
Congress are pushing for a 
Space Guard, citing many 
of the same efficiency and 
bureaucracy reasons. 

Legislation has been 
proposed but has not passed. 

Inaletter to President Joe 
Biden, the National Guard 
Association of the US. 
argued that the OMB incor- 
rectly inflated the price tag 
and ignored Air Force stud- 
ies that concluded creating 
a Guard would be more effi- 
cient. 

“The personnel are 
already on the payroll and 
the equipment and facilities 
are in place,” said retired 
Brig. Gen. J. Roy Robinson, 
the association’s president. 
“A Space National Guard 
could grow in the future, 
but only to meet require- 
ments specified by the Space 
Force.”

China’s Xi visits Hong Kong 
for anniversary of handover

HONG KONG — Chinese 
leader Xi Jinping arrived 
Thursday in Hong Kong to 
celebrate the 25th anniver- 
sary of the British hando- 
ver ofa city that his rule has 
transformed from a global 
hub known for its politi- 
cal freedoms to one much 
more tightly controlled by 
the Communist Party. 

In a staged event carried 
live on Chinese TV, students 
and others lined the plat- 
form of a high-speed rail 
station and packed a red 
carpet to greet the leader 
making his first trip outside 
of mainland China in nearly 
2% years — a choice that 
underscored Hong Kong’s 
ever-closer ties to the main- 
land. Waving small red 
Chinese and Hong Kong 
flags, the students chanted 
“Welcome, welcome! Warm 
welcome!” while city leader 
Carrie Lam greeted Xi and 
his wife, Peng Liyuan. 

Under Xi, China has 
reshaped Hong Kong, 
cracking down on protests, 
imposing a strict national 
security law used to silence 
dissent, introducing a more 
“patriotic” curriculum in 
schools, and revamping 


election laws to keep oppo- 
sition politicians out of 
the city’s Legislature. The 
changes have all but elim- 
inated dissenting voices in 
a place once known for its 
vibrant political debate and 
have driven many to leave. 

In its view, China’s 
ruling Communist Party 
has restored stability to a 
city that was wracked with 
pro-democracy protests 
in 2019. For many in the 
United States, Britain and 
other democratic nations, 
Xi has undermined the free- 
doms and way of life that 
distinguished the city from 
mainland China and made 
itan international center for 
finance and trade. 

In an apparent refer- 
ence to the 2019 protests, 
Xi told well-wishers on his 
arrival that Hong Kong has 
overcome many challenges 
over the years and had been 
“reborn from the ashes” 
with “vigorous vitality.” 
After meeting with Lam, 
he praised her for ending 
what he said was chaos that 
had gripped the city and for 
ensuring that only “patri- 
ots” would rule Hong Kong. 

“As long as we stick to the 
‘one country, two systems’ 
framework, Hong Kong will 
certainly have a brighter 


future and will make new 
and bigger contributions to 
the great rejuvenation of the 
Chinese people,” he said in 
a speech at the Hong Kong 
West Kowloon train station. 

Since Britain returned 
the territory to Chinese rule 
on July 1, 1997, Hong Kong 
has been a special admin- 
istrative region that, like 
nearby Macao, is governed 
separately from the rest of 
China. 

However, Xi has steadily 
eroded that distinction, and 
critics say, undermined the 
policy of maintaining two 
systems. 

On Friday, he will cele- 
brate the anniversary of 
the handover and officiate 
at the swearing in of John 
Lee, who will succeed Lam 
as city leader. 

Itis Xi’s first time outside 
of mainland China since the 
COVID-19 pandemic took 
hold and Beijing imposed a 
“zero-COVID” policy that 
includes severe restrictions 
on travel. It’s also his first 
visit to Hong Kong since 
the massive protests that 
grew to include calls for 
broader democratic free- 
doms — but only appeared 
to harden Beijing’s resolve 
to limit civil liberties in the 
territory.

Biden vows to back Ukraine 
despite West’s economic toll

MADRID — President 
Joe Biden vowed Thurs- 
day that the United States 
and NATO would support 
Ukraine for as long as 
necessary to repel Russia’s 
invasion, despite waves 
of economic pain rolling 
through world markets 
and voters’ homes, saying 
it was the Kremlin that had 
miscalculated in its aggres- 
sion, and not the West in 
opposing it. 

Speaking at a news 
conference at the close of a 
NATO summit in Madrid, 
Biden said that Americans 
and the rest of the world 
would have to pay more 
for gasoline and energy 
as a price of containing 
Russian aggression. How 
long? “As long as it takes, so 
Russia cannot in fact defeat 
Ukraine and move beyond 
Ukraine,” he said. 

But his remarks under- 
scored the kaleidoscope 
of problems he and other 
NATO leaders face in keep- 
ing their people committed 
to backing Ukraine with 
money, weapons and sanc- 
tions against Russia, de- 
spite the damage it is doing 
to Western economies and 
an uncertain outcome. 

“You can already see in 
the media that interest is 
going down, and that is also 
affecting the public, and the 
public is affecting the poli- 
ticians,’ said Ann Linde, 
Sweden’s foreign minister. 
“So it is our responsibility 
to keep Ukraine and what 
Russia is doing high up on 
our agenda. We’ve seen this 
so many times — you havea 
catastrophe, you have a war, 
and it just continues, but it 
slides away.” 

The 30 member states of 
NATO capped an import- 
ant, even transformative 
summit in Madrid this 
week, taking the first step 
to admitting Sweden and

Finland, emphasizing their 
unity in support of Ukraine 
and approving plans to 
markedly increase the alli- 
ance’s forces in countries on 
its eastern flank, closest to 
Russia and its ally Belarus. 
The decisions, all prompted 
by the Russian invasion, are 
expected to strengthen the 
alliance while extending its 
border with Russia signifi- 
cantly. 

President Vladimir Putin 
of Russia set out to frag- 
ment NATO and prevent 
its expansion, but Biden 
said that before the war 
began, he warned Putin 
that if he invaded Ukraine, 
“NATO would not only get 
stronger, but would get 
more united, and we would 
see the democracies in the 
world stand up and oppose 
his aggression and defend 
the rules-based order.” 

But he and the leaders 
face economic crises, divi- 
sion at home and increas- 
ingly weary voters. Fuel 
prices are soaring, driven by 
the war, high inflation and 
Western efforts to punish 
Moscow through its main 
exports, oil and gas. 

Ukraine’s leaders con- 
tinue to plead for more 
arms, delivered faster. Pres- 
ident Volodymyr Zelenskyy, 
addressing NATO leaders 
this week, said Ukraine 
needed some $5 billion a 


month just to keep his gov- 
ernment functioning. 

Neither Russia nor 
Ukraine appears to have 
broken through the other 
side’s lines in a significant 
way in recent days, despite 
heavy bombardment and 
combat in the eastern 
Donbas region and parts 
of southern Ukraine. Both 
sides are badly depleted, 
having suffered heavy casu- 
alties and equipment losses. 

After repeated Ukrainian 
attacks — including with 
powerful, newly arrived 
Western weapons — the last 
Russian troops retreated by 
speedboats overnight from 
Snake Island in the Black 
Sea, which Russia had 
seized and used to menace 
the Ukrainian coast. 

But it was unclear 
whether Ukraine would be 
able to reoccupy the island, 
which could affect the 
control of shipping lanes 
near Odesa. Russia has 
blockaded Odesa and other 
ports, preventing the export 
of millions of tons of grain 
and contributing to a global 
food crisis. 

Neither side may be able 
to hold the island in the near 
future, as Russian warships 
are kept at bay by Ukrainian 
missiles but still patrol the 
Black Sea, alongside subma- 
rines, in greater numbers 
than Ukraine can sink.

Israel opts to dissolve 
parliament, election 
slated for November

JERUSALEM — Israel’s 
parliament voted Thursday 
to dissolve itself, triggering 
the country’s fifth election 
in just over three years and 
thrusting veteran politician 
Yair Lapid into the role of 
interim prime minister as 
he tries to persuade a deeply 
polarized nation to embrace 
his centrist vision. 

Polls indicate it will be 
difficult for Lapid to defeat 
his main rival, former 
Prime Minister Benja- 
min Netanyahu, a divisive 
figure at the heart of Israel’s 
protracted political crisis. 

The election is scheduled 
for Nov. 1. 

Lapid, a former author, 
newspaper columnist and 
TV host, was the architect 
of the outgoing coalition 
government — an alliance of 
eight diverse parties span- 
ning the Israeli political 
spectrum that was bonded 
largely by their shared antip- 
athy toward Netanyahu. The 
coalition ended the 12-year 
reign of Netanyahu, who 
was Israel’s longest-serving 
prime minister. 

As with the previous four 
elections, November’s vote 
promises to be another 
referendum on Netanyahu, 
who is adored with cultlike 
reverence by his admirers 
and reviled by his oppo- 
nents. The elections focused 
on his fitness to lead while 
facing criminal charges 
of accepting bribes, fraud 
and breach of trust. He has 
denied any wrongdoing. 

The current government 
collapsed after just over a 
year due to infighting and 
defections. As part of their 
power-sharing deal, the 
current prime minister, 
Naftali Bennett, will step 
aside for Lapid, who offi- 
cially takes office Friday. 
Bennett will not run in 
November. 

In Israeli politics, no party 


has ever singlehandedly 
captured the 61-seat parlia- 
mentary majority in parlia- 
ment required to form a 
government. Instead, the 
leader of the party who can 
cobble together a majority 
coalition with other parties 
becomes prime minister. 

That sets up a de facto 
battle between Netanyahu, 
whose Likud party is 
projected to be the larg- 
est party, and Lapid, whose 
party is expected to be the 
second-largest but may be 
better positioned to form a 
coalition. 

Polls by Israeli media 
show Netanyahu and his 
allies are projected to gain 
seats, although it is unclear 
whether they would have 
enough to form a majority 
outright. 


COVID-19 boosters: U.S. 
regulators told COVID- 
19 vaccine makers Thurs- 
day that any booster shots 
tweaked for the fall will have 
to add protection against the 
newest omicron relatives. 

The Food and Drug 
Administration said the 
original vaccines would be 
used for anyone still getting 
their first series of shots. 
But with immunity waning 
and the super-contagious 
omicron family of variants 
getting better at dodging 
protection, the FDA decided 
fall boosters needed an 
update. 

The recipe: combination 
shots that add protection 
against omicron relatives 
BA4 and BA.5 to the origi- 
nal vaccine. Those mutants 
together now account for 
just over half of new USS. 
infections. 

The FDA's decision comes 
after its scientific advisers 
this week recommended 
that any boosters for a fall 
campaign should contain 
some version of omicron — 
but left undecided whether 
it should be the omicron

while demanding the release 
ofa federal prisoner.

Sen. Leahy hospitalized: .

Tropical weather: A storm 
that has pelted the south- 
ern Caribbean and the

The disturbance known as 
Potential Tropical Cyclone 
Two has been drenching 
parts of the Caribbean since 
Monday without meeting 
the criteria for a named 
tropical storm. 

On Thursday evening, it 
passed the northernmost 
part of Colombia and was 
centered about 540 miles 
east of Bluefields on Nicara- 
gua’s Atlantic coast, accord- 
ing to the U.S. National 
Hurricane Center. A hurri- 


cane watch was in effect 
from the Nicaragua-Costa 
Rica border to Laguna de 
Perlas in Nicaragua. 

It was moving west at 20 
mph and projected to hit the 
Nicaragua-Costa Rica area 
as a tropical storm by late 
Friday or Saturday. 

The storm was expected 
to drop 3 to 5 inches of rain 
on parts ofnorthern Colom- 
bia, then 4 to 8 inches on 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica.

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All eyes look to airlines 
heading into July Fourth 


Carriers facing huge test with big crowds expected during holiday weekend

DALLAS — Airlines that have stumbled 
badly over the last two holidays face their 
biggest test yet of whether they can handle 
big crowds when July Fourth travelers mob 
the nation’s airports this weekend. 

Problems were popping up well before 
the weekend, with some disruptions caused 
by thunderstorms that slowed air traffic. 

American Airlines canceled 8% of its 
flights on Tuesday and Wednesday, and 
United Airlines scrubbed 4% of its sched- 
ule both days, according to FlightAware. 

Holiday revelers planning to drive also 
face challenges, including high gasoline 
prices. 

The nationwide average has eased since 
hitting a record $5.02 in mid-June to $4.86 
a gallon on Thursday, according to AAA, 
which expects prices to continue to ease 
because of rising gasoline inventories. 

Americans are driving a bit less. Gas 
demand last week was down about 3% 
from the same week last June, according 


to government figures. 

In a Quinnipiac University poll in June, 
40% of those surveyed said gas prices have 
caused them to change their summer vaca- 
tion plans. 

Air travel in the U.S. is almost back to 
pre-pandemic levels. Since last Saturday, 
an average of nearly 2.3 million people aday 
have gone through airport checkpoints — 
down just 8% from the same days in 2019. 

Airlines may not have enough planes 
and flights to carry all of them, especially 
if there are cancellations due to weather, 
crew shortages or any other reason. 

“Airlines are learning the hard way that 
there is a severe price for over-optimism,” 
said Joseph Schwieterman, a transporta- 
tion expert at DePaul University. “They are 
on the edge of a cliff this holiday.” 

Schwieterman calculates that airlines 
have little cushion between the number of 
travelers expected to fly this weekend and 
the flights they plan to operate — ifall goes 
well. 

Any disruptions could cause chaos 
because planes are booked full — there will 


be no empty seats on later flights to accom- 
modate stranded travelers. 

Airlines have been caught short-staffed 
as they try to hire thousands of workers, 
including pilots, to replace those who they 
encouraged to quit when the pandemic 
caused air travel to plummet. 

Many of them, including Delta, South- 
west and JetBlue, have trimmed summer 
schedules to reduce stress on their oper- 
ations. 

The airlines are increasingly trying 
to blame delays on understaffing at the 
Federal Aviation Administration, which 
manages the nation’s airspace and hires air 
traffic controllers. 

Transportation Secretary Pete Buttigieg 
pushed back this week. “The majority of 
cancellations and the majority of delays 
have nothing to do with air traffic control 
staffing,” he told “NBC Nightly News.” 

Several congressional lawmakers have 
blamed the airlines for leaving passengers 
stranded. Some point out that Congress 
gave the industry $54 billion in pandemic 
relief.

China puts the pedal down 


In developing self-driving 
vehicles, tech titan Baidu is 
in a race with Alphabet, GM

BEIJING — With no one at the wheel, 
a self-driving taxi developed by tech giant 
Baidu Inc. is rolling down a Beijing street 
when its sensors spot the corner of a deliv- 
ery cart jutting into its lane. 

The taxi stops half of a car-length away. 
“So sorry,” a recorded voice tells passen- 
gers. The steering wheel turns on its own 
as the taxi makes its way around the cart. 
ABaidu technician watches from the front 
passenger seat. 

Baidu is China’s highest-profile compet- 
itor in a multibillion-dollar race with rival 
autonomous vehicle developers including 
Alphabet Inc.’s Waymo and General Motors 
Co’s Cruise to turn their futuristic tech into 
aconsumer product. 

Baidu and a rival, Pony.ai, received 
China’s first licenses in April to operate 
taxis with no one in the driver’s seat but 
with a safety supervisor on board. That 
came 18 months after Waymo started driv- 
erless ride-hailing service in Phoenix, 


Arizona. 

Founded in 2000 as a search engine 
operator, Baidu has expanded into artifi- 
cial intelligence, processor chips and other 
technology. It says its autonomous vehicles 
could, if successful, make driving cheaper, 
easier and safer. 

“We believe the top goal of autonomous 
driving is to reduce human-caused traffic 
accidents,” said Wei Dong, vice president of 
Baidu’s Intelligent Driving Group. 

Autonomous driving is one ofan array of 
emerging technologies, from AI to renew- 
able energy, that companies in China are 
pouring billions of dollars into, urged on by 
the ruling Communist Party. 

Beijing wants to join the United States, 
Europe and Japan in the ranks of technol- 
ogy powers to build its prosperity and global 
influence. That holds out the possibility of 
new inventions but also fuels tension with 
Washington and its allies, which see China 
as astrategic challenger. 

Baidu’s Apollo autonomous driving plat- 
form was launched in 2017 and the Apollo 
Go self- driving taxi service three years later. 

Taxi service with a driver at the wheel to 
take over in an emergency started in 2020 
and has expanded to Beijing and nine other 
cities. Apollo Go says it provided 213,000 
rides in the final quarter of 2021, making it 


the world’s busiest self-driving taxi service. 

For rides with no driver and a supervisor 
in the passenger seat, Apollo Go startedina 
23-square-mile area of Yizhuang, an indus- 
trial district on Beijing’s outskirts with wide 
streets and few cyclists or pedestrians. 

“It’s very convenient,” said Zhao Hui, 43, 
who uses Baidu taxis in Yizhuang. 

“It might feel alittle safer” than ahuman 
driver, Zhao said. “Sometime there are 
small objects, maybe some that people don’t 
notice. They can spot them and stop.” 

Other developers include Deeproute.ai 
and AutoX in Shenzhen. Pony.ai, founded 
in 2016 and backed by venture capital, is 
road-testing autonomous cars and semi- 
trailer trucks. 

Industry plans are “very aggressive to 
deliver the robo-taxi to the consumer,” said 
Owen Chen of S&P Global Mobility. 

Automaker Geely, owner of Volvo Car, 
Geely, Lotus and Polestar, has announced 
plans for satellite-linked autonomous vehi- 
cles. Network equipment maker Huawei 
Technologies Ltd. is working on self-driv- 
ing mining and industrial vehicles. 

The ruling party is promoting auto- 
mation to shore up economic growth by 
making its shrinking, aging workforce more 
productive. China’s working-age popula- 
tion has fallen by 5% since its 2011 peak. 


May prices 
rose faster 
than pay or 
spending

American households stepped up their 
spending in May. But prices rose even faster. 

Consumer spending increased 0.2% last 
month, the Commerce Department said 
Thursday. But adjusted for inflation, spend- 
ing fell 0.4% — the first decline this year, 
and the latest sign that rapidly rising prices, 
particularly for essentials like food and gas, 
are chipping away at the bedrock of the 
economic recovery. 

Sky-high gas prices, a tumbling stock 
market and mounting talk of a possible 
recession have put consumers in a dour 
mood. But the problem for the economy is 
not their willingness to open their wallets. 
Nominal — not inflation-adjusted — spend- 
ing has risen steadily all year, particularly for 
vacation travel, restaurant meals and other 
services that many families avoided earlier 
in the pandemic. 

The problem is that because of inflation, 
Americans are spending more but getting 
less. 

Most forecasters still expect inflation-ad- 
justed spending to increase in the second 
quarter as a whole and to keep rising in the 
second half of the year. But any sustained 
slowdown is likely to increase concerns 
that the economy is slipping into a reces- 
sion. On Wednesday, a separate report from 
the Commerce Department showed that 
consumer spending rose more slowly in 
early 2022 than previously believed. 

Still, consumers have mostly been able 
to overcome rising prices because their 
incomes — at least in the aggregate — have 
also been rising as the strong job market 
has pushed up wages and allowed more 
people to return to work. After-tax income 
rose 0.5% in May, nearly as fast as consumer 
prices, which were up 0.6%.

Spirit delays vote 
on merger again 


NEW YORK — Spirit Airlines postponed 
a vote Thursday for the second time on a 
proposed merger with Frontier Airlines, 
allowing for a bidding war over the budget 
airline between Frontier and JetBlue 
Airways to play out. 

The delay, announced hours before the 
scheduled vote, indicated that Spirit lacked 
support to approve the Frontier merger. 

JetBlue CEO Robin Hayes said Spirit 
shareholders gave their board a mandate to 
negotiate a sale to his airline. 

Florida’s Spirit said the vote on a proposed 
deal with Frontier would be postponed until 
July 8. 

Spirit’s board has stood by a February 
agreement with Frontier despite pressure 
from JetBlue. 


Salmonella shuts 
Belgian factory 


BRUSSELS — A huge Belgian chocolate 
factory has halted production after detecting 
salmonella in a batch of chocolates. 

The Barry Callebaut company said Thurs- 
day that its plant in Wieze — which it says is 
the world’s largest chocolate factory — shut 
down all production lines as a precaution 
while the contamination is investigated. 

Barry Callebaut produces chocolate for 
multiple brands sold around the world. 

The salmonella was detected Monday, 
and all chocolate products made at the plant 
were placed on hold pending investigation, 
the company said. It identified lecithin, a 
routinely used emulsifier, as the source of 
the contamination. 

Itis unclear whether any consumers have 
reported being sickened by the chocolates. 


Stocks wrap up worst quarter since early ’20

Wall Street racked up more losses for 
stocks Thursday, as the market closed out 
its worst quarter since the onset of the 
pandemic in early 2020. 

The S&P 500 fell 0.9%, its fourth consec- 
utive drop. The benchmark index is now 
down 21% since it hit an all-time high at 
the beginning of the year. It entered a bear 
market last month. 

All told, the S&P 500’s performance in 
the first half of 2022 was the worst since 
the first six months of 1970. 

The market’s steep decline this year 
has all but wiped out its gains from 2021, 
which was a banner year for the market as 


it emerged from its previous bear market 
in early 2020. 

Rising inflation has been behind much of 
the slump for the broader market this year 
as businesses raise prices on everything 
from food to clothing and consumers are 
squeezed tighter. 

The Federal Reserve and other central 
banks have been aggressively raising inter- 
est rates to try and slow economic growth 
in order to cool inflation. 

The S&P 500 fell 33.45 points to 3,785.38 
Thursday. It lost 16.4% in the April-June 
quarter, its biggest quarterly decline since 
it slumped 20% in the first three months 
of 2020, when the pandemic upended the 
global economy in a matter of weeks. 

The Dow Jones Industrial Average 


fell 253.88 points, or 0.8%, to 30,775.43. 
The Nasdaq slid 149.16 points, or 1.3%, to 
11,028.74. Small company stocks also fell. 
The Russell 2000 lost 11.38 points, or 0.7%, 
to 1,707.99. 

The yield on the 10-year Treasury, which 
helps set mortgage rates, fell to 3.01% from 
3.09% late Wednesday. 

Technology companies were among the 
biggest weights on the market, as inves- 
tors continued to favor utilities and other 
traditional defensive stocks. Apple fell 1.8%, 
while Exelon rose 2.2%. 

Retailers and other companies that rely 
directly on consumer spending also posted 
some of the biggest losses, as they have all 
year. Amazon slipped 2.5% and Best Buy 
shed 2.9%.

UAE still offers safe harbor 
for Russian oligarchs’ assets

DUBAI, United Arab 
Emirates The man 
considered the wealthiest 
oligarch in Russia, who has 
been photographed play- 
ing ice hockey with Presi- 
dent Vladimir Putin, joins a 
growing list of those trans- 
ferring — or sailing — their 
prized assets to Dubaias the 
West tightens its massive 
sanctions program on 
Russia’s economy. 

Vladimir Potanin, head 
of the world’s largest 
refined nickel and palla- 
dium producer, may not be 
sanctioned by the United 
States or Europe yet; such 
sanctions could roil metal 
markets and potentially 
disrupt supply chains, 
experts say. As the biggest 
shareholder in mining 
company Nornickel, 
Potanin had a personal 
fortune of $30.6 billion 
before the war on Ukraine, 
according to Forbes. 

But like an increas- 
ing number of blacklisted 
Russian oligarchs, he 
has apparently taken the 
precaution of moving his 
$300 million superyacht to 
the safe haven of Dubai, in 
the US.-allied United Arab 


Emirates. 

The Nirvana, a sleek 
289-foot-long megayacht 
equipped with a glass 
elevator, gym, hot tub, 3D 
cinema and two terrariums 
of exotic reptiles, stands out 
even in a port full of flashy 
floating mansions. 

The Dutch-built vessel 
with a navy blue hull was 
docked on Tuesday flying 
the flag of the Cayman 
Islands at Dubai’s Port 
Rashid — within view of 
sanctioned Russian parlia- 
mentarian Andrei Skoch’s 
$156 million yacht Madame 
Gu. 

Representatives for 
Potanin did not immedi- 
ately respond to a request 
for comment. 

The arrival of Russian- 
owned luxury vessels 
in Dubai has become an 
outsized symbol of the 
UAE’s reluctance to oppose 
Moscow’s war on Ukraine 
and enforce Western sanc- 
tions. 

One of a shrinking 
number of countries 
where Russians can still fly 
directly, the financial center 
has become a thriving hub 
for Russia’s rich, in part 
because of its reputation 
for welcoming money from 
anywhere — both legitimate 


and shady. 

“They haven’t tried 
to hide the fact they’re 
accepting oligarchs them- 
selves and their yachts,” said 
Julia Friedlander, a former 
senior policy adviser for 
Europe in the U.S. Trea- 
sury’s Office of Terrorism 
and Financial Intelligence. 
“When it comes to taking 
sides in the conflict, it’s not 
in their political interest to 
do so. They want to keep 
their access to money from 
around the world.” 

The UAE Foreign Minis- 
try did not immediately 
respond to a request for 
comment. 

The stance has stoked 
tensions with the United 
States, which has sought 
to pressure its Gulf Arab 
ally to help combat Russian 
sanctions evasion. Deputy 
Treasury Secretary Wally 
Adeyemo, one of the main 
U.S. coordinators on the 
Russian sanctions strat- 
egy, visited the UAE last 
week to voice American 
concerns about Russian 
financial flows and demand 
increased vigilance.

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Ben & Jerry’s sales to resume 
in east Jerusalem, West Bank

JERUSALEM — A new 
agreement in Israel will put 
Ben & Jerry’s ice cream back 
on shelves in annexed east 
Jerusalem and the occu- 
pied West Bank despite the 
ice cream maker’s protest of 
Israeli policies, according to 
Unilever, the company that 
owns the brand. 

But it’s unclear if the 
product, which would only 
be sold with Hebrew and 
Arabic lettering, would still 
appeal to Ben & Jerry’s fans 
or have the support of the 
Vermont company, which 
has long backed liberal 
causes. 

Israel hailed the move 
as a victory in its ongo- 
ing campaign against the 
Palestinian-led Boycott, 
Divestment and Sanctions 
movement. BDS aims to 
bring economic pressure to 
bear on Israel over its mili- 
tary occupation of lands 
the Palestinians want for a 
future state. 

Unilever, which acquired 
Ben & Jerry’s in 2000 but 
distanced itself from the 
ice cream maker’s decision 
last year to halt sales in the 
territories, said Wednes- 
day that it had sold its busi- 
ness interest in Israel to a 
local company that would 
sell Ben & Jerry’s ice cream 
under its Hebrew and 
Arabic name throughout 
Israel and the West Bank. 

When Ben & Jerry’s was 
sold, the companies agreed 
that the ice cream maker’s 
independent board would 
be free to pursue its social 
mission, including long- 
standing support for many 
liberal causes. 

Unilever, though, would 
have the final word on 
financial and operational 
decisions. 

Unilever said it has “used 
the opportunity of the past 
year to listen to perspectives 
on this complex and sensi- 
tive matter and believes this 
is the best outcome for Ben

& Jerry’s in Israel.” 

Inits statement, Unilever 
reiterated that it does not 
support the BDS movement. 
It said it is “very proud” of 
its business in Israel, where 
it employs around 2,000 
people and has four manu- 
facturing plants. 

There was no immedi- 
ate comment from Ben & 
Jerry’s. A spokeswoman 
pointed to the Unilever 
announcement. 

But reaction to the new 
agreement arrived quickly. 

Omar Shakir, the direc- 
tor of Human Rights Watch 
for Israel and the Palestin- 
ian territories, said Unilever 
seeks to undermine Ben & 
Jerry’s “principled deci- 
sion” to avoid complicity in 
Israel’s violations of Pales- 
tinian rights, which his 
organization says amount 
to apartheid, an allegation 
Israel adamantly rejects. 

“What comes next may 
look and taste similar, but, 
without Ben & Jerry’s 
recognized social justice 
values, it’s just a pint of ice 
cream,” Shakir said. 

Israel hailed the decision 
and thanked governors and 
other elected officials in 
the United States and else- 
where for supporting its 
campaign against BDS. It 
said Unilever consulted its 
Foreign Ministry through- 
out the process.

BDS, an umbrella group 
supported by virtually all 
of Palestinian civil society, 
presents itself as a non-vi- 
olent protest movement 
modeled on the boycott 
campaign against apart- 
heid South Africa.

Supreme Court decision takes us back ... way back 


Everybody’s been 
talking about the 
comments Supreme 
Court Justice Clar- 
ence Thomas made 
during his portion of 
the Dobbs decision. You 
know, where he basi- 
cally said birth control and gay marriage 
are up next. 

What’s your take? 

A. Very, very worried he’s right. 

B. Comforted by the fact that other 
majority justices didn’t seem to agree. 

C. Aaaaahhhhhhhhhhhh. 

The other justices dissociated them- 
selves from Thomas’ predictions about 
Repressions for Tomorrow, but politicians 
and political activists who’ve built their 
careers fighting women’s right to choice 
won't declare victory and retire. 

They’ve already started their next 
moves. Tennessee’s ban on abortion 
after about six weeks of pregnancy went 
into effect soon after the Roe decision. 
Lawmakers in some states have started 
targeting morning-after pills and IUDs. 

Where do they want to take us? Think 
about what the world was like when

women had little or no ability to control 
reproduction. There was the spinster- 
hood option. But as much as later genera- 
tions venerated Susan B. Anthony, her way 
of life didn’t have appeal. Most went for 
marriage, which generally meant center- 
ing your life around making your husband 
happy and your house spick-and-span. 
Totally understandable, however, that 
most women earlier in our history would 
yearn to be homemakers. By the middle 
of the 19th century the cities were filling 
up with lower-income women putting 
in 13 or 14 hours a day on the job. One of 
them, Hester Vaughn, became a feminist 
cause. As suffragists told her story, she was 
raped by her employer in Philadelphia, left 
pregnant and abandoned in one cold attic 
room with no food. Eventually she went 
into labor alone and was found lying on the 
floor next to her dead baby. She was tried 
for infanticide and sentenced to be hung, 
then finally pardoned by the governor. 
Maybe it’s not fair to pin Hester 
Vaughn’s fate on Thomas, but we ought to 
look back at the time he seems to feel was 
a golden era in reproductive rights. We’re 
talking about Griswold v. Connecticut, the 
Supreme Court ruling in 1965 that held, in 


part, that it was unconstitutional for states 
to ban the sale of contraceptives. 

At the time, anyone convicted of using a 
birth control device in Connecticut — even 
amarried couple raising six kids — could 
be sentenced to up to a year in prison. In 
one of the very few times the matter ever 
came up for official debate in the state 
legislature, The Times reported a motion 
to change the law was defeated on a voice 
vote that “took less than a minute.” 

When it came to abortion, the coun- 
try was talking about Sherri Finkbine, the 
host ofa children’s TV show in Arizona. 
She was pregnant with her fifth child in 
1962 when she discovered a sedative her 
husband brought back from an overseas 
trip contained thalidomide, and that she’d 
taken enough to cause damage to the fetus. 

Finkbine scheduled an abortion, but 
she felt obliged to let the world know 
how dangerous those sedatives could be. 
Her attempt to be an anonymous source 
failed, and when her story became public, 
the hospital canceled her procedure, the 
courts refused to give her any support and 
she lost her job hosting “Romper Room.” 

Amid a lot of publicity, she succeeded in 
getting an abortion in Sweden, where the 


physician who performed the procedure 
said the fetus was massively deformed. But 
when she returned home, she discovered 
she’d been deemed “unfit to work with 
children” by a local TV station. 

Obviously things are different now. 
Nevertheless, overturning Roe has pushed 
us back in time, and before we get shoved 
any further it’s a good idea to remember 
that control over reproduction is at the 
absolute center of the story of women in 
the modern world. 

When it came to things like careers, the 
dividing line was always that employers 
didn’t have to worry about men becom- 
ing pregnant. Then came contraception. 
Everything changed and a father who 
dreamed about having his child take over 
the family business didn’t fall into despair 
when he heard the baby was going to be a 
girl. New mothers had the joy — and chal- 
lenge — of knowing they’d be able to mesh 
parenthood with their careers. 

While nobody’s admitting it, This is 
what the anti-choice movement wants to 
retract.

They also represent the success of 
Senate Republican Leader Mitch McCo- 
nnell’s cynical manipulation of Senate 
confirmation procedures. He kept a Demo- 
cratic president from installing a justice in 
the last year of his presidency but enabled 
a Republican to install one as the nation’s 
voters were poised to oust him from office. 

Neither Trump, known primarily before 
his election as a bombastic developer and 
reality TV host, nor McConnell, a dour 
master of the Senate’s inside game, had 
ever identified strongly with the GOP’s 
most fervent abortion-rights opponents. 

Trump, who said in a 1999 interview 
on NBC’s “Meet the Press,” “I’m very 
pro-choice,’ switched positions when he 
began to eye the Republican presidential 
nomination. “I’m pro-life (and) against gun 
control,” he told the Conservative Political 
Action Conference in 2011. 

While wooing religious conservatives 
cool to his 2016 candidacy, he issued a list 
of conservative jurists he would consider 
for the Supreme Court, predicting they 
would overturn the 1973 Roe v. Wade deci- 
sion legalizing abortions. 

Similarly, he took increasingly fervent 
positions opposing any gun control 
measures, saying they threatened the 
Second Amendment. His stance gained 
him strong political and financial support 
from the National Rifle Association and its 
allies. 

The result is that, at a time when perva- 
sive gun violence has prompted wide- 
spread support for increased limits on 
firearms ownership, a court with Trump’s 
three nominees further extended gun 
rights that it decided in 2008 were 
protected by the Second Amendment. 

More dramatically, it repealed the 
constitutional right to an abortion that 
it established in 1973, though polls show 
most Americans favor its retention, some 
with limits. 

These two decisions show a court more 
at odds with the public than at any time 
in decades. They raise the question of 
whether public opposition to these deci- 
sions will help the Democrats in the 2022 
midterms and the 2024 presidential race. 

Critics face one overriding reality: It may 
take along time before they can displace 
the court’s current six-justice conserva-

tive majority. With liberal Justice Stephen 
Breyer’s retirement, the court’s oldest 
members, Republican nominees Clarence 
Thomas and Samuel Alito, are only in their 
early 70s. 

Earlier this year, President Joe Biden 
gained Senate approval of Judge Ketanji 
Brown Jackson to succeed fellow liberal 
Breyer, the court’s oldest member. 

But Republican recapture of the Senate 
in November’s election could enable 
McConnell to block Biden from filing any 
unexpected vacancies in the last two years 
of his term, like he blocked former Pres- 
ident Barack Obama’s choice of Merrick 
Garland, now the attorney general, in 2016. 

After that, the fate of the court — and 
many crucial issues facing the country — 
would depend on who wins the presidency 
and the Senate in 2024 — and beyond. 

In both decisions, Trump’s three nomi- 
nees formed the majority, along with 
fellow conservative nominees of prior GOP 
presidents: Thomas (President George 
HW. Bush) and John Roberts and Alito 
(President George W. Bush). Questionable 
circumstances surrounded the nomina- 
tions or confirmations of all three justices 
who joined the court under Trump. 

Justice Neil Gorsuch filled the vacancy 


caused by McConnell’s unprecedented 
decision to prevent Senate consider- 
ation Garland to succeed the late Justice 
Antonin Scalia. 

By contrast, in the 1988 presidential elec- 
tion year, a Democratic Senate confirmed 
President Ronald Reagan’s nomination 
of Justice Anthony Kennedy to succeed 
Justice Lewis Powell. 

To enable his confirmation, 54-45, 
McConnell and the GOP majority changed 
Senate rules to require only a majority vote, 
as Democrats had done earlier for district 
and appellate judicial nominees. It enabled 
the GOP majority to approve justices with- 
out Democratic votes. 

Ayear later, the White House persuaded 
Kennedy to retire so Trump could name 
Brett Kavanaugh, a former Kennedy clerk 
and onetime White House staffer whom 
President George W. Bush named as an 
appeals judge. Kavanaugh was confirmed 
after a contentious hearing, 50-48. 

During those proceedings, Kavanaugh, 
like Gorsuch, told Sens. Susan Collins, 
R-Maine, and Joe Manchin, D-WVa, two 
crucial swing votes, that he considered Roe 
v. Wade settled law. They cast the decisive 
votes for Kavanaugh’s confirmation, but he 
voted to overturn it.

Last month’s decision might have 
been less sweeping had the Senate not 
confirmed Trump nominee Amy Coney 
Barrett after liberal Justice Ruth Bader 
Ginsburg died in September 2020. 

Ignoring his own precedent, McCon- 
nell sped her nomination through, 52-48, 

a week before Trump lost reelection. If 
Biden had inherited the vacancy, he doubt- 
less would have named an abortion rights 
supporter. 

With Garland — or without Barrett — the 
court probably would have accepted Chief 
Justice Roberts’ proposal to uphold the 
Mississippi law limiting legal abortions to 
15 weeks instead of the current 21, rather 
than totally repeal Roe v. Wade. 

An different scenario might have 
unfolded had Ginsburg yielded to calls 
from some Democrats to retire while 
Obama could name a successor. As a result, 
the liberal icon shares some blame for a 
decision that she would have abhorred. 
The potential impact of her decision may 
have influenced Breyer to step aside. 

By then, however, the Trump majority 
was in place.

Under Biden, US is busy promoting abortion in

Even as anti-abortion Americans cele- 
brate the Supreme Court’s decision in 
Dobbs v. Jackson Women’s Health Organi- 
zation to overturn Roe v. Wade, the Biden 
administration has been busy promoting 
abortion abroad. 

From day one, President Joe Biden 
removed the anti-abortion protections 
implemented by his predecessor. The 
White House then released its national 
gender strategy, which calls for abortion on 
demand. Biden officials have made count- 
less statements in support of abortion 
rights. Biden’s inclination is to promote 
abortion anywhere despite strong public 
opinion against funding abortion overseas. 

Take Zimbabwe. U.S. law prohibits coun- 
tries in default on a loan from receiving 
more funds. But last year the State Depart- 
ment waived that rule. The department 
listed areas in which targeted assistance 
to Zimbabwe is “in the national interest 
of the United States.” The list includes 
“good governance” and “respect for human 
rights.” It also includes “family planning 
and reproductive health” 


This sounds fine in the abstract. But 
the U.N. and its acolytes include abortion 
under these terms. 

The Lancet treats “safe abortion 
services” as an element of reproduc- 
tive health. The U.N’s Office of the High 
Commissioner on Human Rights notes 
that “human rights bodies have repeatedly 
called for the decriminalization of abortion 
in all circumstances.” True. But these are 
nonbinding opinions of bureaucrats. The 
actual treaties that make up international 
law are silent on abortion. 

In Zimbabwe, abortion is legal only for 
limited reasons. As in many African coun- 
tries, prevailing religious and cultural 
tradition values life and family. But the 
international organizations and donors 
that operate in Zimbabwe have other 
priorities. 

Abortion giants have divided the devel- 
oping world up among them. Key play- 
ers include Marie Stopes International 
(MSI), International Planned Parent- 
hood Federation (IPPF), Pathfinder, and 
Ipas. Each targets different countries to 
provide contraception and abortion under 
the umbrella of sexual and reproductive 
health. Lobbying for more permissive 


abortion laws is central to their mission. 

Pathfinder “work(s) with govern- 
ments and civil society partners to honor 
women’s and girls’ right to comprehensive 
abortion care.” Ipas is “working to ensure 
all people can access high-quality abor- 
tion care.” The “core provision” of MSI is 
“contraception and comprehensive abor- 
tion care.” 

MSI operates in Zimbabwe under 
a program called Population Services 
Zimbabwe (PSZ). It claims to have 
prevented 47,000 “unsafe abortions” in 
2020 alone. It provides “affordable sexual 
and reproductive health services” through- 
out the country. And, it seems, the U.S. is 
working with these groups. 

The Trump administration imple- 
mented the Protecting Life in Global 
Health Assistance policy to prevent groups 
like MSI from receiving taxpayer funds 
if they refused to comply with its limits 
on abortion. This is why PSZ could not 
receive U.S. funds. But Biden wasted no 
time reversing that. 

Under President Barack Obama, the 
group received over $1 million in US. aid 
per year. It received no funding under 
Trump. The Biden team as awarded multi-

ple grants to PSZ again, although it is 
unclear how much money it has received. 

The Helms Amendmentto the United 
States Foreign Assistance Act prohibits 
US. foreign assistance funds from paying 
for abortion as a method of family plan- 
ning and has been in place since 1973. But 
pro-abortion Democrats funnel tax dollars 
to U.N. entities, which then fund and 
promote abortion. They also fund groups 
like MSI and Ipas for purposes other than 
providing abortion “as a method of family 
planning” 

Biden has told agencies “to ensure 
that adequate funds are being directed to 
support women’s health needs globally.” 

The U.S. should stop funding abortion in 
the developing world, especially in coun- 
tries that don’t want it. Abortion should 
never be a condition of receiving aid. It 
smacks of ideological colonialism and 
humanitarian blackmail. 

Congress must stop abortion activists in 
the Biden administration. And it must not 
direct foreign aid to promote ideological 
agendas.

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Drag Queen Story Time relocated 


After ‘possible threat; Pride organizers move 
event from West Hartford library to bookstore

WEST HARTFORD — Orga- 
nizers of the West Hartford Pride 
Festival said that they had to pull 
their Drag Queen Story Time event 
from the local library on Saturday, 
June 25, after a librarian received 
an email interpreted asa “possible 
threat.” 

Organizers moved the Drag 
Queen Story Time from the Noah 
Webster Public Library to the 
West Hartford Barnes & Noble 
after town officials and a librar- 
ian received emails contain- 


ing homophobic language and 
comments “interpreted as veiled 
threats,” according to festival 
co-chair Barry Walters. 

“After conferencing with the 
Librarian, Town Manager Rick 
Ledwith and Mayor Shari Cantor, 
the decision was made to actin the 
abundance of caution and move the 
event out of that place of learning 
and presumed safety. We did not 
want to place children in harm’s 
way should that be a tactic used to 
disrupt the event. In addition, we 
did not wish to see a beloved chil- 
dren’s librarian bullied by a small 
minded minority,” Walters said in 


an email to the Courant. 

A representative of the library 
declined to comment. 

Festival co-chair Johanna 
Schubert said that she read a copy 
of one email that was sent to the 
town. Schubert said that email was 
written by a West Hartford resi- 
dent and supporter of the Family 
Institute of Connecticut. The email 
containing possible threats was 
described to festival organizers but 
a copy was not shared, Schubert 
said. 

The FIC released a statement 
on the day of the West Hartford 
Pride Festival saying that the Drag

From blight to beauty 


Hartford housing project celebrates transformation of Asylum Hill neighborhood

HARTFORD — Sharon Castelli, 
CEO of Chrysalis Center Real 
Estate Corp., grew up in a family 
that had four rules: Do the right 
thing, not the easy thing; failure is 
not an option; keep the skeletons 
out of your closet and you'll never 
hear the bones rattle; and what 
doesn’t kill you makes you stron- 
ger. 

At an opening celebration on 
Thursday, Castelli said she used all 
four principles when getting the 
new Clover Gardens Housing Proj- 
ect on Asylum Avenue in Hartford 
across the finish line. 

It took Castelli, her staff at 
Chrysalis (a nonprofit that creates 
and rehabilitates housing in the 
state) and their partners at HARC, 


four years — during which there 
were several denials from the state 
Department of Housing, some 
opposition from the local NRZ 
in terms of the development and 
possibly who would live there, 
and the cobbling together of some 
creative financing — to complete 
the four-building, 32-unit afford- 
able housing project. Eight of 
the units house individuals with 
intellectual disabilities served by 
HARC, Inc. 

The one thing that Castelli did 
not do was give up on the project. 

Castelli reached out to the 
properties’ immediate neighbors 
to gauge support for renovating 
the four blighted buildings at 834, 
846 and 854 Asylum Ave. and 1 
Huntington St.

Foley 
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Danbury man gets 10 years for 
role in murder, arson conspiracy

A Danbury man was sentenced 
Wednesday to 10 years in prison 
in connection with a plot to 
murder a man who owed him 
a drug debt and burn down the 
man’s business in Bridgeport, 
according to federal authorities. 

Federal law enforcement offi- 
cials said George “Pito” Rivera 
was arrested after police in 
Bridgeport tried to stop acar that 
two of his associates were oper- 
ating with broken tail lights. The 
attempted traffic stop turned into 
a police chase through Bridge- 
port’s west side, during which the 
officers saw the occupants of the 
car toss out two handguns and a 
bag of marijuana. 

When police finally stopped 
the car and arrested its occu- 


pants — Luis Mercado and Domi- 
nick Gonzalez — they discovered 
the men were carrying contain- 
ers of gasoline. An investiga- 
tion revealed that Mercado and 
Gonzalez were part of a group 
that federal prosecutors said 
was led by Rivera and they were 
hunting for someone who owed 
Rivera thousands of dollars. 

The group allegedly intended 
to kill the victim and burn down 
his business, prosecutors said. 

Police found Rivera and two 
other men, Jason Scott and Luis 
Mejias, “holed up” at a Milford 
motel. 

Authorities said their search 
of the hotel room revealed 
a loaded Smith and Wesson 
model M&P 15-22 caliber rifle, a 
loaded Taurus “Judge” revolver, 
a loaded Anderson Manufactur- 
ing AR 15 multi-caliber rifle, a 


loaded 12-gauge shotgun, addi- 
tional ammunition, brass knuck- 
les, binoculars, gloves and a knit 
mask. Investigators also located 
and seized packaged heroin, 
ecstasy pills, marijuana, a digital 
scale and other items in the room, 
and ammunition and shotgun 
shells in the trunk of their car. 

Rivera and the others were 
later indicted on drug and drug 
and weapons charges. On March 
25, Rivera pleaded guilty to 
possession of a firearm by a felon. 

Defendants Mercado, Gonza- 
lez, Mejias and Scott also pleaded 
guilty, and Mercado, Mejias 
and Scott were each sentenced 
this week to 10 years in prison. 
Gonzalez awaits sentencing. 

Rivera has prior convictions for 
firearm, drug, burglary, robbery 
and assault offenses, federal pros- 
ecutors said. 


Man arrested after allegedly 
pushing 11-year-old off bike

A 48-year-old man was arrested 
for reportedly pushing an 11-year- 
old boy off his bike in Deep River 
on Monday evening. 

The victim’s mother reported 
that her son was assaulted by an 
adult male while riding his bike on 
Main Street. The victim’s family 
then showed police video footage 
of the reported incident, accord- 
ing to the Connecticut State Police. 

The boy reportedly was shaken 
up when he got home and told 
his mom that he was attacked by 
aman, according to WTNH. The 
boy was out riding on a bike with 
his friends when one of them 
bumped into aman walking down 
the street. The man then started 
to yell at the group, which one of 
them caught on video. 

The man reportedly told the 


boy to “get the [expletive] out of 
my town” after asking the boy if 
he had grown up here, which the 
boy said he had not, according to 
Fox 61. 

Then in another video, the man 
pushes the boy off his bike to the 
ground in the middle of a street 
and walks away. 

The boy is physically OK but 
struggling to leave the house, his 
mother told WTNH. 

Police later identified Jameson 
Chapman of Deep River, who 
was arrested and charged with 
third-degree assault, second-de- 
gree breach of peace and risk of 
injury toa child. 

Police say Chapman was 
arrested without incident and 
transported to the Hartford 
Correctional Center. He is being 
held on a $10,000 bond and is 
scheduled to appear in Middle- 
town Superior Court on July 11.

2 adults dead, child 
injured in house fire 


Two adults died and a child 
remains hospitalized after a 
fire in a three-story house on 
3rd Street in Waterbury on 
Wednesday.

Man faces human smuggling charge

An East Hartford man was 
arrested Wednesday in Boston for 
allegedly attempting to smuggle 
an individual from Brazil into the 
United States. 

Fagner Chaves De Lima, 41, was 
arrested and charged with one 
count of attempted human smug- 
gling. De Lima was scheduled to 
appear in federal court in Worces- 
ter on Thursday. 

“Tt is alleged that Mr. De Lima 
orchestrated an elaborate and 
manipulative human smuggling 
operation,” said United States 
Attorney Rachael S. Rollins. “For a 


steep price, Mr. De Lima allegedly 
made arrangements for victims to 
travel from Brazil to the United 
States, and then extorted the 
vulnerable victims and their fami- 
lies for more money, even threat- 
ening harm.” 

Between May and June, an 
undercover agent initiated 
communications with De Lima 
over WhatsApp, an international 
messaging app, disguised as some- 
one seeking to have his sister and 
niece smuggled into the country. 
The agent offered to pay De Lima 
$15,000 for his services, according 
to police. 

De Lima wrote to the agent in 
Portuguese stating that he had 


engaged in human smuggling “for 
20 years,” and that he will smug- 
gle individuals “whether you have 
a visa, no visa, or if ... [they] are 
wanted by the police.” De Lima 
also allegedly acknowledged in the 
message thread that human smug- 
gling is “dangerous,” according to 
the charging documents. 

On June 16, De Lima traveled 
to Worcester to meet with the 
undercover agent, where De Lima 
allegedly accepted two checks. 
After receiving the payment, De 
Lima requested the sister’s pass- 
port and Social Security number, 
according to police. 

If convicted, the charge of 
attempted human smuggling is a 


sentence of up to 10 years in prison, 
up to three years of supervised 
release and a fine of $250,000. 

“It’s important for anyone who 
is a victim of human smuggling to 
know that we prioritize the safety 
of victims when working with our 
law enforcement partners to bring 
international human smugglers 
to justice,” said Special Agent in 
Charge of the FBI Boston Division 
Joseph R. Bonavolonta.

Both suspects were then trans- 
ported to the Bridgeport Police 
Department. 

Santos is charged with risk 
of injury to a minor, carrying 
a dangerous weapon, illegal 
discharge of a firearm, first-de- 


gree assault, illegal alteration of a 
firearm, carrying a pistol without 
a permit, third-degree criminal 
mischief and criminal possession 
of a firearm. His bond was set at 
$250,000. 

Hoheb was charged with carry- 
inga pistol without a permit, inter- 
fering with a police officer, and 
illegal alteration of a firearm. His 
bond was set at $50,000. 

Santos and Hoheb were sched- 
uled in court on Thursday.

“You know what they said? 
... ‘We got your back on this, ” 
Castelli said. “There was a discon- 
nect between the neighborhood 
group and the neighbors that live 
here” 

Shortly afterward, Seila 
Mosquera-Bruno took over as 
Department of Housing commis- 
sioner. 

“She walks the walk and talks the 
talk,’ Castelli said. “She welcomed 
me into her office and said, ‘What 
can I do to help? The first person 
in three years to say that. ... And 
here we are today. Four beautiful 
buildings around me.” 

Castelli said aman who grew up 
in Hartford approached her and 
thanked her for seeing the project 
through. 

“He said to me, ‘This building 
is not only a beautiful housing 
project, but it is going to be seen 
by all those that track into Hart- 
ford downtown to Mark Twain 
and Harriet Beecher Stowe. This 
building is not only going to make 
a difference in this neighborhood, 
it’s going to make a difference in 
Hartford? ” she said. “He told me, 
‘Hartford is represented here 
today?” 

The celebration was attended 
by US. Sen. Richard Blumenthal, 
U.S. Rep. John Larson, Mayor Luke 
Bronin and representatives from 
HARC, the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development, 
the Department of Developmental 
Services and the state Department 
of Housing, all of whom took turns 
praising the project. 

Bronin noted the condition of 
the properties before they were 
rehabilitated. 

“These buildings were derelict 
and deteriorated,” Bronin said. 
“They were a blight and they are 
beautiful right now. ... You can feel 
the difference in a powerful way as 
you drive down the avenue. It looks 
and feels different in an uplifting 
and powerful way.” 

Still, Bronin noted that the oppo-

sition to the project by some neigh- 
bors was rooted in the desire of 
seeing economic development in 
the area. 

“Developments can be compli- 
cated,” Bronin said. “Neigh- 
borhoods’ aspirations can be 
complicated and vary. This is a 
neighborhood that is beautifully 
diverse and welcomes refugees 
from all around the country and 
celebrates the incredible spirit that 
defines the Asylum Hill commu- 
nity that believes in lifting up those 
who need some lifting up. It’s also 
an area that’s wanted to see some 
economic development and home 
ownership and I think we together 
should make it our mission to do all 
of that, to try to honor all of those 
aspirations and all of those values.” 

“I’m proud of the fact this project 
involved a federal, state and local 
partnership,” Blumenthal said. “I 
have driven by these buildings I 
don’t know how many times. And I 
always wondered, in the middle of 


one of the great cities in our nation, 
inthis neighborhood, at the center 
of this business center, how can we 
have these dumps right here with 
drug trade and everything bad 
going on here? Now] drive by, look 
at these buildings which have such 
historic grace, dignity and value. 
... A picture is worth a thousand 
words.” 

“This is how things get done,” 
Larson said. “Asa product of public 
housing and public education, 
these are the projects that warm 
the cockles of your heart. ... Sharon 
embodies the spirit that gets things 
done. ... It’s an honor to be here.” 

The $13.5 million project was 
funded through eight sources, 
including CHFA Construction, 
LIHTC Equity, the Department 
of Housing, a state Historic Tax 
Credit, and HUD. 

All of the units are currently 
occupied, Castelli said. 

“We’re very excited about 
the possibilities and see this as a 


very important step towards the 
transformation of our system, to 
a community-based, integrated 
support” model, Josh Scalora, 
director of business intelligence 
and analytics for the state Depart- 
ment of Developmental Services, 
said. 

Many developmentally disabled 
in the state are housed in either 
group homes or some other 
arrangement. Developments like 
Clover Gardens enable the devel- 
opmentally disabled to live inde- 
pendently. 

Greg Calnen, the chairman of 
the HARC board of directors, 
said a resident of Clover Gardens 
wouldn’t stop talking about how 
excited he was. 

‘Just hearing the blossoming 
he’s achieved the last few months, 
it makes it all worthwhile,” Calnen 
said.

local parents and the Family Insti- 
tute of Connecticut.” 

“We are surprised at the lack 
of common sense that led to the 
sexually-charged event initially 
being scheduled in the chil- 
dren’s section of the library, but 
are pleased the town listened to 
parents and it was canceled from 
that venue,” said FIC Executive 
Director Peter Wolfgang. 

Schubert said that the event was 
not canceled, only moved, and that 
the Drag Queen Story Time was 
“one of the most well-attended 
and successful events” at the Festi- 
val.

The FIC started publicizing 
the Drag Queen Story Time event 
on its website and social media 
accounts on June 14. The FIC 
wrote that the event sets “unre- 
alistic and perverse standards of 
femininity for young children,” 
and compared it to “child abuse.” 

Schubert said that after learning 
about the emails she felt “gutted.” 

“This is acommunity that you 
feel safe in, that asa member of the 
LGBTQ community with a young 
child myself, I felt comfortable 
always showing up as myself, and 
teaching [my son] that he could 
be himself authentically. But to 
know that there’s this small but 
vocal group of bullies, essentially, 
here in town who want to stand 


against that and threaten safety... 
it has real consequences when 
something like this happens,” 
Schubert said. 

This month, other Drag Queen 
Story Time and Pride events have 
been interrupted by protesters 
across the country. 

A public library in Colchester 
pulled a book about the famous 
drag queen, “Who is Ru Paul?” 
from its children’s section shelves 
after community pushback. 

“Even here in solid blue West 
Hartford, forces of hate and 
bigotry are alive and making 
efforts to bully and intimidate 
already marginalized persons 
and their allies. It was import- 
ant to say we were bullied and 
we found a successful manner to 
push forward despite or in spite of, 


those voices who wish to silence 
the LGBTQ+ community and push 
us all back into the closet?’ Walters 
said. 

Schubert said that the Noah 
Webster Library continued to 
support the Pride festival and 
offered the library’s community 
room as a space for volunteers 
and performers to get ready. She 
said that this was the first year the 
Festival had planned to hold its 
annual Drag Queen Story Time at 
the public library. Schubert said 
that this year’s comments won’t 
stop next year’s event.

Real Art Ways 
receives surprise 
$20,000 grant 


Ruth Arts Foundation 
awards $1.25 million to 
nonprofits across US

Real Art Ways has received 
an unexpected $20,000 grant as 
part of a new national program 
acknowledging arts organizations 
that serve their communities and 
show uncommon understanding of 
the artists with whom they work. 

The Ruth Arts Foundation 
in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, has 
awarded a total of $1.25 million 
to 78 nonprofit arts organizations 
around the country. The individ- 
ual grants range from $10,000 to 
$50,000. 

Real Art Ways, a gallery, cinema 
and performance space, is the only 
Connecticut recipient of the first 
year of grants, which were given to 
organizations in 29 different states. 

In a statement announcing the 
initial 78 grantees Ruth Arts said 
it “will seek to explore new possi- 
bilities in arts philanthropy that 
safeguard creativity and take a 
people-centric approach.” 

The grants were not something 
for which the organizations could 
apply. Real Art Ways executive 
director Will K. Wilkins says he 
received a call “just the other day” 
informing him of the windfall. 


“Tt’s like that old TV show ‘The 
Millionaire? where somebody gave 
away money to a deserving person 
every week,” he said. 

There are no stipulations to 
how the recipients can use the 
grant money. Wilkins says the 
$20,000 will be put to good use on 
“general operational support” for 
the gallery complex and not for any 
specific project or program. 

To receive a grant, an organi- 
zation had to be nominated by 
working artists contacted by the 
foundation. 

For Wilkins, “the fact that this 
came from the artists is the core 
point of what Real Art Ways does: 
supporting the work. When you 
get that national recognition and 
support, it’s very meaningful.” 

Karen Patterson, the executive 
director of the Ruth Arts Foun- 
dation, says that Ruth DeYoung 
Kohler II — who died in 2020 
and after whom the foundation 
is named — was known for her 
philanthropy and support for the 
arts in the midwestern U.S., includ- 
ing as director of the John Michael 
Kohler Center for the Arts in 
Sheboyagan, Wisconsin. The new 
foundation, Patterson says, “oper- 
ates on anational level.” 

This year’s list of recipients, 
Patterson says, came from survey- 
ing 50 artists “at varying phases of 
their careers and geographically 
diverse” about arts organizations

that “had an impact on their prac- 
tice” 

The artists were asked to name 
three organizations that “get it” in 
terms of connecting with artists 
and with their communities. The 
resulting list ranges from galleries 
and museums to archives, schools 
and artist retreats. The artists 
not only suggested possible grant 
recipients but other artists who 
could do the nominating. 

“We wanted the process to be 
open, and we also wanted it to 
be joyful,” Patterson said. That 
included wanting to surprise the 
recipients with the news that 


they’d been awarded money. 

“We wanted there to be excite- 
ment in receiving the emails.” 
Patterson said. 

The initial grant recipients will 
be part of a growing pool of nomi- 
nees and are eligible to win grants 
again. Ruth Arts will distribute 
grants annually but will also be 
introducing other grant programs, 
including ones for which organi- 
zations can apply. The foundation 
intends to distribute $17 million in 
grants every year. 

Real Art Ways recently 
purchased the Arbor Street build- 
ing where it has leased its space 


for decades. One of the plans is to 
expand the existing gallery spaces 
in the building and perhaps create 
new ones. 

Some of the nominating artists, 
Wilkins says, have exhibited at 
Real Art Ways, and he considers it 
a special honor their experiences 
resulted in the recommendation. 

Patterson says she knows Real 
Art Ways by reputation and has 
“long looked to their program- 
ming as a model of what galleries 
that size can do”

Netflix announced 
Wednesday that Diaz is 
“officially un-retiring” to 
star opposite Jamie Foxx 
in an upcoming movie for 
the streaming giant.

Dear Wounded: It is stan- 
dard to compensate the 
person who officiates 

at the wedding — even 
ifthat person isa friend 


who would perform the 
ceremony for free. This 
compensation can come in 
the form of paying for the 
person’s travel and hotel 
room, giving them a cash 
gift, and/or yes — a gift of 
appreciation to acknowl- 
edge the role the officiant 
has played in the wedding. 

If the groom had 
included your husband in 
his bachelor party and if 
the couple had welcomed 
him into group photos, you 
wouldn’t be asking about 
compensation, because 
this is really about him 
feeling demoted, excluded 
and unappreciated. And I 
agree with his reaction! 

It is as if when they 
asked your husband to 
officiate, in their minds he 
actually became a member 
of the clergy (who might 
not enjoy a bachelor party). 

If you can leave this 
in the past, then defi- 
nitely do that.

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Jones never ‘famous’ despite hit debut album 


Artist notes ‘hopeful 
sense of innocence’ 
in it 20 years later

Norah Jones vividly 
recalls the long walk she 
took in New York City on 
Feb, 24, 2003. 

It was the day after her 
chart-topping debut album, 
“Come Away With Me,” 
earned her six Grammy 
Awards — including album 
of the year, record of the 
year and best new artist — 
during a telecast that drew 
nearly 30 million viewers in 
the United States alone. 

But what made the 
then-23-year-old singer- 
songwriter’s winter walk 
memorable isn’t what 
happened, but what didn’t. 

“Nobody even recog- 
nized me!” recalled Jones, 
laughing with delight. “I 
was always very anon- 
ymous. I was never 
‘famous.” 

Then and now, maintain- 
ing alow profile has suited 
this New York-born, Texas- 
raised troubadour just fine. 

Her ability to resolutely 
remain out of the spotlight 
when not on stage is all the 
more impressive for several 
reasons. 

Jones’ gently captivat- 
ing debut album has sold 
more than 27 million copies 
worldwide, while her over- 
all album sales now exceed 
50 million. 

Her high-profile musical 
collaborators have ranged 
from Willie Nelson, Keith 
Richards and Wynton 
Marsalis to Foo Fighters, 
Wayne Shorter and Tony 
Bennett. 

And her father is the late 
Indian music legend Ravi 
Shankar. She quietly visited 
him a number of times at 
the Encinitas, California, 
home he shared with his 
wife, Sukanya, and Norah’s 
half-sister, acclaimed sitar 
player Anoushka Shankar. 
The two siblings, who met 
for the first time in 1997 
as teenagers, memorably 


recorded together on 
Anoushka’s 2013 album, 
“Traces of You.” 

Jones recently launched 
atour celebrating the 20th 
anniversary of “Come 
Away With Me,’ one of the 
bestselling albums of this 
century. 

How, one wonders, 
has Jones remained so 
grounded and free of any of 
the affectations of stardom, 
let alone stayed out of the 
spotlight for so long when 
not performing? 

“T think that’s partly due 
to my mom, my friends and 
the people around me,” 
replied the married mother 
of two, speaking from Seat- 
tle. 

“Also, I was signed toa 
serious record label. I had 
an amazing publicist and 
marketing guy, but they 
were not courting that kind 
of (high profile coverage).” 

Her label, Blue Note, 
has been the most famous 
record company for jazz 
since shortly after its 


inception in 1939. Its roster 
includes singer Cassandra 
Wilson, who — with Billie 
Holiday and Sarah Vaughan 
— is one of Jones’ all-time 
favorites. 

An alto-saxophonist- 
turned-pianist and singer, 
Jones was signed by Blue 
Note when she was 21. 
“Come Away With Me” 
was released when she 
was 22, after two recording 
sessions with two different 
producers, Craig Street and 
Arif Mardin. 

The recently released 
three-CD “Come Away 
With Me” 20th anniversary 
box set features a remas- 
tered version of the final, 
Mardin-produced album. 
It also includes the earlier 
sessions she did with 
Street, plus a trove of alter- 
nate versions and outtakes. 

The results offer fasci- 
nating permutations of 
the album. It also features 
14 previously unheard 
recordings that illustrate 
Jones’ ability to put a fresh,

distinctive stamp on such 
weathered jazz standards 
as “When Sunny Gets Blue” 
and “Spring Can Really 
Hang You Up the Most.” 

Of course, she had 
several distinct advan- 
tages as a young new artist 
making her first album. 
There were no commer- 
cial expectations for her to 
live up to, no pressure to 
make hit singles, no push 
to become a star here or 
abroad. 

“J didn’t feel I had to 
prove anything” Jones 
agreed. “But I had to get it 
right. I felt a little pulled in 
different (musical) direc- 
tions by people in my life — 
some friends, some (record 
company) executives, 
producers, whatever. ... 

“T was just trying to stay 
steady and follow my own 
sense of self and keep it 
throughout. The last thing 
I wanted to do, after getting 
arecord deal, was to make 
an album I didn’t want 
to make. I wanted it to be 


" 


an album I liked, even if 
it wasn’t (commercially) 
successful.” 

An understated gem that 
has aged very well, “Come 
Away With Me” is domi- 
nated by hushed ballads. 
They proved to be an ideal 
showcase for Jones’ supple 
piano playing and earthy 
yet elegant singing. Like 
very few artists in their 
early 20s, she caressed each 
note she sang and savored 
the silences between them. 

Drawing from jazz, blues, 
country and soul, the music 
on “Come Away With Me” 
was spare and unrushed. 

A marvel of nuance 
and simplicity, Jones 
performed on the album 
with an inviting combi- 
nation of wise-beyond- 
her-years maturity and 
wide-eyed youthfulness. 

Her music was greatly 
enhanced by the wonder- 
fully sensitive accom- 
paniment of her fellow 
musicians, including 
guitarist Kevin Breit, 


violinist Jenny Schein- 
man and drummer Brian 
Blade, who is also helming 
the drum chair on Jones’ 
current tour. 

Buoyed by its lilting title 
track and such melan- 
cholic songs as “Don’t 
Know Why,” “Come Away 
With Me” could not have 
sounded more different 
than virtually any other 
chart-topping album 
released in 2002. 

Or, as Jones put itin 
a 2002 Union-Tribune 
interview: “I like stuff 
that’s understated, and 
I’ve always been drawn to 
ballads. I can’t scat-sing... 
and I can’t sing like Mariah 
Carey. But I don’t want to. 
It’s not what I enjoy listen- 
ing to, so I went in the other 
direction. 

“T don’t have a lot of 
chops on the piano. I don’t 
have any chops! I just play 
simple, and I like it that 
way. I don’t want to do 
something I don’t like. It’s 
just me singing the song. 
The ‘product’ is me. And 
when the product is you, 
you’ve got to be really care- 
ful. Because this is my life.” 

Given the benefit of 
hindsight, what does Jones 
attribute her early success 
to 20 years after “Come 
Away With Me” took off? 

“One thing I’ve noticed, 
looking back now at the 
box set, is that the album 
has a really hopeful sense 
of innocence to it,” she 
replied. “I never realized 
that at the time, because I 
was so young. I just thought 
at the time: ‘These are 
songs, and maybe people 
will think they are melan- 
choly, but I like them?” 

Jones marveled aloud 
at how profoundly her life 
changed 20 years ago. 

“I was so young and had 
no idea what was coming,” 
she said. 

What if a prognostica- 
tor had told her what was 
coming and that global 
stardom awaited her? 
Would she have believed 
them? 

Jones laughed. 

“Probably not!” 


Documentarian still not sure she 
knows answer on who Maxwell is

Documentarian Kath- 
erine Haywood spent 
18 months on “Who is 
Ghislaine Maxwell?” 

She’s still not sure she 
knows the answer. 

“She’s a multifaceted 
woman with lots of differ- 
ent sides to her, which 
is what humans are. No 
one is a total monster, and 
no one is a total saint,” 
Haywood said a day before 
Maxwell was recently 
sentenced in a New York 
federal court on sex traf- 
ficking charges. 

“She falls on the former 
line unfortunately, but who 
she is, is areal myth. She’s a 
vulnerable woman but one 
that also has such power 
and such control. There’s a 
lot of contradictions in her. 
... She could be absolutely 
charming and absolutely 
terrifying. You can see her 
vulnerabilities, but then 
she is so dominating and so 
powerful. She has so many 
abilities, but then used 
them for such terrible use.” 

The three-part docu- 
series, the first episode of 
which recently debuted on 
Starz, paints the disgraced 
socialite through those 
who knew her at every 
stage of her life. Eventually, 
she will become Jeffrey 
Epstein’s co-conspirator 
who trafficked underage 
girls for him to sexually 
abuse. But before Jeffrey 
and Ghislaine, there was 
just Ghislaine. 

College classmates and 
tutors, the family photog- 
rapher, even the aunt of a 
former boyfriend tell their 
own versions of Maxwell: 
asmart student who didn’t 
do great on tests but aced 
the party scene. She knew 
who to cozy up to, who to 
schmooze, who to draw in 
with her charm and grace. 
She looked the part and 
played the part, even ifshe 
stood out as new money in 
the old money world of the 
English elite. 

Maxwell had the pres-

tige even when she didn’t 
have the money to back 

it up when her world 
came crashing down in 
the early 90s. In 1991, 

her father, media mogul 
Robert Maxwell, fell to his 
death off his yacht. After 
his death, the Maxwell 
finances fell apart as inves- 
tigations revealed that 

he had stolen millions of 
pounds from the pension 
funds of his companies. 

“She didn’t really 
develop her own person- 
ality because her father 
was so dominant, and she 
looked up to him so much. 
When he died, she was 
abit ofa shell and didn’t 
really know what she was, 
who she was, what she 
was going to do,” Haywood 
said. 

“T don’t think she was 
looking to Epstein to bea 
father figure but just to be 
apresence to fill that gap 
that was suddenly gone. 
She didn’t have her own 
internal power and confi- 
dence to just live her own 
life” 

As the documentary 
goes on, Maxwell’s power 
grows. She makes friends 
in higher places and, with 
Epstein’s money and little 
black book, finds young 
women, often underage, 
who fall under their spell. 

Some of the victims 
interviewed in “Who 


is Ghislaine Maxwell?” 
include Maria Farmer, 
Gretchen Rhodes and 
Teresa Helm. 

“People did quite like 
Epstein until he was totally 
horrible and abused them. 
He was really, really nice 
and charming and lovely. 
Ghislaine also was very 
charming but only to 
certain people,” Haywood 
said. 

“When it was a victim or 
a survivor, she didn’t really 
bother. She thought she 
could get them without 
being nice.” 

And for decades, it 
worked; Epstein’s 2006 
arrest was barely ablip on 
his radar. In 2019, he was 
arrested again. 

Maxwell went into 
hiding until her July 2020 
arrest in New Hampshire. 
On Dec. 29, she was found 
guilty of five of the six sex 
trafficking-related counts, 
and she was acquitted on 
one count of enticing a 
minor to travel to engage 
in illegal sex acts. She 
was sentenced June 28 to 
20 years in prison. 

The first episode 
of “Who is Ghislaine 
Maxwell?” is available on 
the Starz app. The second 
episode hits the app July 1 
and airs July 3 on Starz. 
The third episode will 
premiere July 8 on the app 
and July 10 on Starz.

Cordero flexed his power, 
potential in win at Toronto

Franchy Cordero had a career 
evening, going 4 for 5 with a 
double, two stolen bases and arun 
scored in Wednesday night’s 6-5 
win in 10 innings over the Blue Jays 
in Toronto. 

It lifted Cordero’s line to 
.252/.331/.413 with a .744 OPS. 
Cordero is batting .382/.475/.529 
with a 1.004 OPS and five doubles 
in his last 11 contests. 

“Tt’s fun to hit and get on-base,” 
Cordero said after the game. “Even 
more against the Blue Jays, who 
are a really good team, and when 
we're able to get the win, it’s even 
more fun.” 


Cordero continues to be a bright 
spot for the Red Sox after being 
designated for assignment last 
October and making it through 
waivers. He’s played 27 games at 
first base this season, and another 
18 in the outfield (11 in right field, 7 
in left), showcasing his athleticism 
and defensive versatility. 

Then there’s his prodigious 
power and frightening bat speed: 
He owns the team’s longest home 
run of the season (448 feet on May

The first year of the athlete 
compensation era in college 
sports evolved into almost every- 
thing the NCAA didn’t want 
when it gave the green light last 
summer. 

What was envisioned as a way 
for college athletes to make some 
pocket money based on their 
celebrity has turned into bidding 
wars for top recruits and trans- 
fers who can command millions- 
for their services. State laws have 
been passed or overturned and 
funding in some cases is coming 
from deep-pocketed donors and 
alumni who have waded into the 
recruiting wars. 

The current frenzy has 
given rise to serious concerns 
about recruiting practices and 
competitive balance and, in 
turn, questions about where NIL 
compensation — short for name, 
image and likeness — goes from 
here. Will Congress get involved? 
Will schools take on a primary 
role? 

“The way this money situ- 
ation is exploding on schools, 
they’re going to compete them- 
selves into the ground,” Univer- 
sity of Illinois labor law professor 
Michael LeRoysaid. “They can’t 
all win under these rules.” 

Some would say there are no 
rules, or that rules set up by the 
NCAA and in state laws have no 
teeth and are treated more like 
suggestions. 

“When you see Nick Saban 
losing his cool over recruiting, 
it’s a sure sign that damage is 
being done at the highest levels 
of NCAA athletic competi- 
tion,’ LeRoy said, referring to 
t he Alabama football coach’s 
comments in May alleging Texas 
A&M “bought every player on 
their team.” 

The NCAA interim NIL policy 
says there isto beno pay for play, 
no recruiting inducements and 
that athletes must provide a 
service in exchange for pay. With 
the schools themselves left out 
of the loop in the wheeling and 
dealing, so-called booster collec- 
tives sprung up to provide earn- 
ing opportunities — and, critics 
say, recruiting enticements. 

Basketball player Nijel Pack 
made one of the first big splashes 
in April. When his transfer 
from Kansas State to Miami 
was announced, it was made 
public he would get a two-year, 
$800,000 deal with a medical 
tech company that came with a 
car. Pack already is featured in an 
advertisement. 

There have been media 
reports of football and basket- 
ball recruits and transfers being 
promised millions of dollars in 
NIL deals — all against the rules 
because they haven’t enrolled.

and hoop dangling over the Nike 
symbol on her T-shirt.

Blues assistant Montgomery to be named new coach

BOSTON — While nothing has 
been finalized yet, Jim Montgom- 
ery is expected to be named the 
next coach of the Boston Bruins. 
according to league sources. 

David Quinn and Jay Leach had 
been perceived as front-runners at 
the outset of the coaching search, 
but the 53-year-old Montgomery’s 
candidacy has gained steam after 
the last couple of days and now it 
appears that he has won the job. 
As of Thursday evening, there 
has been no announcement from 
the Bruins that GM Don Sweeney 
has finished his search that is now 


more than three weeks old since 
Bruce Cassidy was fired on June 7. 

While he comes with some 
issues, Montgomery’s coaching 
abilities are highly regarded. In 
his three years as head coach of the 
Dubuque Fighting Saints, he won 
the USHL championship twice. 
In his five years at Denver from 
2013-18, he amassed a 125-56-26 
record. Montgomery then took a 
Dallas Stars team that had missed 
the playoffs the previous two years, 
took them to the postseason, and 
won a series. At the time of his 
firing the next year, the Stars were 
one of the NHL’s hottest teams at 
18-8. 

With the Bruins, Montgom- 


ery has his work cut out for him. 
The B’s are neither a Stanley Cup 
contender nor a tear-down proj- 
ect, at least not yet. The expected 
return of Patrice Bergeron will 
help, they have a very good 1-2 
punch on the back end with Char- 
lie McAvoy (when healthy) and 
Hampus Lindholm and there’s 
hope that Jeremy Swayman will 
take the next step to become an 
elite goaltender. 

But there are holes and ques- 
tion marks. David Pastrnak is 
scheduled to become a UFA next 
summer and some clarity on his 
desire to remain a Bruin is needed. 
Like McAvoy, Brad Marchand is 
expected to be out until Thanks- 


giving after surgery on both hips. 
Matt Grzelcyk will also miss time 
at the start of the year. 

Yes, there are challenges. And 
now it could be Montgomery’s task 
to overcome them. 

Boston has been the land of 
opportunity for coaches in search 
of a career rebirth over the past 
two decades, and Montgomery 
certainly falls into that category. 
The former University of Maine 
star, who won a national cham- 
pionship with the Black Bears in 
1993, was in the midst ofhis second 
year of what was shaping up as a 
very promising tenure with the 
Stars when he was abruptly fired 
for “unprofessional conduct” in 


December 2019. 

Facing the problem head-on, he 
soon revealed that he was battling 
alcoholism and he subsequently 
entered a rehabilitation program. 
In a statement at the time, Mont- 
gomery said that losing his job 
“was a wakeup call. It was also the 
appropriate call.” 

Montgomery entered into 
an inpatient residential rehab 
program at that time and, by all 
accounts, he has turned his life 
around. He has been an assistant 
coach with the St. Louis Blues the 
last two years and reportedly has 
also been a candidate to take over 
the vacant Winnipeg Jets head 
coaching job.

With the season nearing the 
halfway point, Cordero is encour- 
aged by his production.

Astros only team this season 
to give Bombers problems

HOUSTON — Entering their 
brief one-game stay in Houston on 
Thursday, the Yankees have played 
14 different teams this season. 
The Astros are the only one they 
don’t have a winning record 
against. 

After splitting their four-game 
series at Yankee Stadium last 
weekend, one that Aaron Boone 
called “energetic” and “intense,” 
the Bombers have an .500 winning 
percentage against the Astros. The 
Yankees have a perfect winning 
percentage against five different 
teams (Cubs, Guardians, Royals, 
Angels and Athletics) and eked 
out a 4-3 record in their seven 
games against the White Sox, the 
only other team to really give them 
trouble in 2022. 

As such, an Astros win on Thurs- 
day night will make them the only 
team with a winning record against 
the Yankees this season. The 
one-game series at Minute Maid 
Park is the result of MLB postpon- 
ingits opening week games during 
the lockout. Because of this, the 
Yankees do not play a traditional 
series in Houston all year. They 
have one game on Thursday, then 
come back for a doubleheader on 
July 21 that will close the book on 
their Astros’ meetings. 

“Any time you’re playing against 
a team this good, and obviously 
there’s a rivalry that exists, that 
gives you a little shot,” Boone said. 
“There’s spots on the calendar 
throughout the grind of the season 
that probably give you a little extra, 
but also, it’s June.” 


Everyone and their mother 
expects these teams to meet again 
in the postseason, creating another 
opportunity for them to renew 
their warm and fuzzy feelings for 
each other. The schedule right now 
has been strange for the Yankees, 
though it really hasn’t slowed them 
down at all. 

“The one-off game here in the 
middle of 20 in a row — we’ve had 
a tough stretch here where we’ve 
gotten in at five in the morning, 
played day games after night games 
— that can be a grind,” Boone said. 
“When you add in a really good 
opponent to the mix, yeah, it defi- 
nitely makes it a little more chal- 
lenging. But every major league 
team has to go through those chal- 
lenges.” 


Chapman back on Friday: The 
Yankees have been without 
Chapman for over a month. The 
34-year-old closer has not pitched 
in a big-league game since May 
22 as he makes his way back from 
an Achilles injury. He did pitch 
three times in the minors (once in 
Triple-A, twice in Double-A) and 
recorded a scoreless inning each 
time. Prior to Thursday’s game, 
Boone explained when Chapman 
would be back in the bigs. 

“He’ll be activated [Friday],” 
Boone said. “We'll pick spots to get 
him in, try to gethim in spots where 
he can be successful. It could 
be anywhere from high-lever- 
age situations to mid-leverage to 
low-leverage.” 

Boone went on to say that the 
hitters in the batter’s box will be 
heavily considered, perhaps even 
more than the inning.

an odd play after a malfunc- 
tion of New York starter Luis 
Severino’s PitchCom device. 

With Yuli Gurriel at-bat, a 
frustrated Severino took off 
his cap and held the Pitch- 
Com speaker to his ear, 
apparently unable to hear 
instructions from catcher 
Jose Trevino. 

Tucker saw Severino was 
distracted from third base 
and tried to sneak home. 
Severino had the PitchCom 
earpiece in his right hand 
and had to quickly maneu- 
ver to get the baseball back 
in his throwing hand.

The PitchCom digital 
pitch-calling devices, which 
transmit signals from the 
catcher to the pitcher, were 
introduced to the majors 
this season.

Anthony Rizzo hit a solo 
homer for the Yankees in the 
sixth inning, but they had 
trouble generating much else 
on offense as they had a four- 
game winning streak snapped.

Brunson 
signed to 
4-year, 
$110M deal

NEW YORK — It was over 
before it started. 

Jalen Brunson called off his 
meeting with the Mavericks and 
will sign with the Knicks on a 
four-year deal worth roughly $110 
million after the moratorium is 
lifted, a source confirmed Thurs- 
day. The news was expected 
after the Knicks used draft picks 
to clear the cap space for Brun- 
son, who will serve as the point 
guard for a squad that hopes to 
climb back to relevance after last 
season’s dumpster fire. 

The Mavericks declined to offer 
Brunson a contract extension 
before the season, then pitched a 
$106 million deal, according to a 
source. But they never got another 
chance. Word of Brunson’s firm 
commitment to the Knicks leaked 
about an hour before free agency 
started, backing up the sentiment 
from earlier this week that this 
partnership was fait accompli. 

For Brunson, the appeal of New 
York is partly about the opportu- 
nity to be the lead guard, which is 
something not possible in Dallas 
next to Luka Doncic. He’s also 
joining a franchise with famil- 
iar faces. Brunson’s father, Rick, 
is a Knicks assistant coach and 
his agent, Sam Rose, is the son of 
Knicks team president Leon Rose. 

Although Brunson is an 
upgrade from the mishmash of 
Knicks point-guard rotations 
over the last few years, he’s not an 
instant path to contention. Many 
around the league consider the 
$110 million an overpay (although 
it’s probably closer to $105 million 
before the bonuses), which will be 
forgotten or amplified, depending 
on the team’s performance. 

Either way, Leon Rose is firmly 
under the microscope after 
restructuring his roster and assets 
for this big offer. He sacrificed six 
second-round picks and swapped 
for aless desirable first rounder to 
clear the cap space for Brunson, 
not to mention punting the No. 11 
pick this year (that also cleared 
cap room). 

Since Tom Thibodeau’s stance 
is always “get me better play- 
ers,” it’s a safe bet he endorsed 
the acquisition of Brunson, who 
won two NCAA titles at Villanova 
and helped the Mavericks to the 
conference finals. Brunson’s father 
has been an assistant under Thibo- 
deau on three different teams. 

Even with the Brunson sign- 
ing, the Knicks inked a two-year, 
$16 million deal for backup center 
Isaiah Hartenstein. But the easi- 
est road to major upgrading is via 
trade. They own 11 first-round 
picks in the next seven years, 
with five acquired via trades and 
protected. 

Rose did not use them for 
All-Star point guard Dejounte 
Murray, who was traded Wednes- 
day from the Spurs to the Hawks 
for an expiring contract and three 
unprotected first rounders. 

Meanwhile, the 24-year-old 
Hartenstein blossomed the last 
two seasons with the Cavaliers 
and Clippers, emerging in the 
NBA as asecond-round pick who 
began in the G League. He aver- 
aged 8.3 points, 4.9 rebounds 
while shooting 63% in 17.9 
minutes last season for the Clip- 
pers, who failed to make the 
playoffs after losing twice in the 
play-in tournament. 

Assuming Mitchell Robinson 
re-signs as an unrestricted free 
agent, Hartenstein should be the 
first backup. It’s an important 
role since Robinson often finds 
himself gassed or in foul trouble. 

He shined in the G League 
and took a few years—and three 
teams—to gain his footing in the 
NBA.

defending the best players on the 
floor and rebounding. 

At one point Qadence rolls over 
on the court laughing. The joy 
they all get from playing together 
is obvious. 

“We're really a tight group,” 
Qwanzi says. “We just want to see 
everybody in the family succeed 
and we just push each other to 
become better.” 

During the pandemic, they 
would all go together to this court 
or the one at their middle school 
as early as 6 a.m. to train. They’d 
do form shooting, basketball drills 
and other on-the-court workouts, 
followed by some sort of strength 
and conditioning workout, which 
often involved running hills. 

“We're used to this. This is what 
we do,” Shanda explains. She and 
her husband both grew up in New 
Jersey, then played junior college 
basketball in Kansas before moving 
on to play at four-year universities 
in St. Louis; she was at St. Louis 
University and Qwanzi Sr. was at 
University of Missouri St. Louis. 

“It’s awesome just to see them 
all because they’re all so different 
and they all need different things, 
so just to see their process and how 
it’s all different. But we continue 
to focus on consistency, make sure 
you’re working and being consis- 
tent in your work and everything 
else.” 

Those differences showed 
through Qadence’s recruiting 
experience. After going through 
it with Qwanzi Jr. back when 
they knew much less about social 
media, they expected Qadence’s 
decision to be a long, drawn-out 
process. In some ways it was — 
she had built relationships with 
other schools for over a year — but 
the UConn commitment came 
together at rapid speed. 

A few months ago, Qadence 
wasn’t even being recruited by 
UConn. She had offers from plenty 
of top programs and was leaning 
toward Miami. But then after one 
of the first AAU events this season, 
UConn reached out. Conversations 
with the coaching staff only started 
in May, but quickly picked up from 
there. 

“To be honest, I actually cried 
when my dad showed me his 
number,” Qadence recalled of 
when Auriemma reached out. “I 
really cried when he showed me 
that UConn was actually recruit- 
ing me.” 

Auriemma then sent assistants 
Chris Dailey and Jamelle Elliott 
to attend an AAU game in Atlan- 
tic City, New Jersey, to watch her 
live. 

“Qadence has always been I 
guess kind of like that diamond in 
the rough or gem or kind of that 
picture within the picture where 
youre like, wait a second, there’s 
something more here,” Qwanzi 
Sr. said. “And she’s been on some 
really talented teams and she’s 
had to play different roles and 
really develop her game. But the 
one thing that she’s been constant 
is that you can’t take off the floor 
because of this or because of that. 
Sowhen they reached out, we were 
blown away, but it was vindication 
kind of for us where it’s like we 
know our kid is at that level and we 
know how hard she works.” 

Qadence, her parents and her 
older brother took an unofficial

visit to UConn on June 16. She 
admits looking back now that she 
was really nervous when she first 
got there. 

“It felt like a dream, to be 
honest,” Qadence said. “I was like, 
‘Tm really at UConn’ And it was 
just, to me it was unreal because 
like I see all the trophies and stuff” 

They got a tour of the facilities 
and watched the Huskies train in 
summer workout sessions. As they 


did so, Qwanzi Sr. could tell how 
eager his daughter was. 

“I’m looking at her, I’m like, 
‘Yeah, you want to be out there; ” 
he said. “She wanted to go out and 
work out with them right then and 
there. I think she really wants to 
[be challenged], I think she really 
does and needs it at the same time. 
... I think holding her to a level of 
expectation and accountability is 
something that she strives in those 


sorts of environments. She’s will- 
ing to say, ‘Oh, I’m not going hard. 
Tl go harder’ Or, ‘Wait, you want 
me to do this? Alright, I’ll do it’” 
Qadence also had lunch with 
some players on the team, includ- 
ing Paige Bueckers and Azzi Fudd. 
She was really excited to talk to 
Bueckers, who she’d been of fan 
of for some time. She was already 
plenty familiar with Fudd, though. 
Qadence’s high school, Bishop 


McNamara, is in the Washing- 
ton Catholic Athletic Conference 
(WCAC), the same league as St. 
John’s, where Fudd and Qadence’s 
older brother, Qwanzi, went. 

COVID-19 and injuries got in the 
way of Fudd and Qadence playing 
much against each other in league 
games, but they trained together. 
Fudd and Qwanzi often used to 
work out together at St. John’s, and 
Qadance often accompanied them 
for the 6 a.m. sessions. 

“I’m just proud because I 
know that I’m super hard on her,” 
Qwanzi said. “Just letting her live 
out her dreams and being able to 
achieve her dreams at a young age, 
you know, she works hard, she 
deserves it. So I say why not? So 
it’s pretty exciting for me.” 

It was on that trip to Storrs, 
as she sat in Auriemma’s office, 
that she got the official offer. As 
he talked with her about having 
to earn playing time and asked 
whether she wanted to “prove 
people right or wrong,” Quadence 
knew she wanted to play for him. 
She committed a little over a week 
later. 

“She’s really owning the decision 
that she’s made and she kind of 
walks in it,’ Qwanzi Sr. said. “Even 
around the house there’s just a 
different sort of bounce to her and 
I think she’s just, just really happy, 
excited to be one to be done with 
the process in a sense right now. 
And then the other part is what 
that next level has for her. 

“Coach Geno had said to her 
about now it’s just about trying to 
dominate every possession that 
she has. And that’s now her goal to 
wear that, like, Yeah I’m going to 
UConn and this is what that looks 
like? SoI think she’s up for the task 
and she’ll be good.” 


COLLEGE ATHLETICS 


Former Connecticut 
high school star in many 
ways the face of NIL era

ATLANTA — Heading into last 
season, the most notable moment of 
Will Levis’ career as a college foot- 
ball player just might have been 
eating an unpeeled banana. 

A year later, the Kentucky quar- 
terback with the active and enter- 
taining TikTok account has become 
an intriguing NFL prospect. That 
combination of personality and 
athletic potential has never been 
more valuable in college athletics. 

The first year of college sports’ 
name, image and likeness era has 
allowed thousands of athletes to 
cash in on their fame and Levis is 
among the most prominent. But as 
the adage goes: With great power 
comes great responsibility. 

“T think if anything, NIL really 
helps young individuals become 
men and become women earlier 
and just make those big, adult deci- 
sions and to understand kind of 
how the world works,” Levis told 
AP recently at the inaugural NIL 
Summit held in Atlanta. 

For Levis, from Madison, Conn., 
and who starred at quarterback at 
Xavier High in Middletown, that 
has meant balancing short-term 
gains with long-term goals and 
making sure the brand he is build- 
ingasa player can successfully tran- 
sition into being the face ofan NFL 
franchise. 

“If you’re in college, doing a 


million deals, who are you?” said 
Beth Levis, Will’s mother. “Maybe 
you don’t care. But with Will, I think 
that he does have a strong identity. 
So we have to make be careful how 
we navigate the waters.” 

The NCAA lifted its ban on 
athletes being compensated for 
use of their name, image or like- 
ness a year ago this Friday, one of 
the biggest changes in the history 
of college athletics, It did so with- 
out detailed guidelines in place and 
with a patchwork of state laws leav- 
ingthe market lightly regulated and 
lacking uniformity. 

The results have been mostly 
positive for athletes, but angst-rid- 
den college coaches and admin- 
istrators are worried about how 
NIL has already seeped into and 
corrupted recruiting. 

Levis said he has signed about 13 
endorsement contracts over the last 
year, working with an agency called 
Athlete Advantage based in Lexing- 
ton, Kentucky, home of the Wild- 
cats. The deals include a Lexington 
car dealership, a national apparel 
brand and arace horse named Will 
of War from one of Kentucky’s thor- 
oughbred farms. 

He said he has also turned down 
plenty of opportunities, too. 

Handsome, charismatic, social 
media savvy and QB1: Levis was 
primed to capitalize on NIL free- 
domand had plenty of people inter- 
ested in representing him.

Beth Levis declined to reveal 
how much her son has made in 
NIL deals. Whatever he has earned 
during the first year of NIL, there’s a 
good chance he could top it in 2022. 

Beth Levis said Will is also work- 
ing with Williams Morris Endeavor, 
a talent agency with a sports roster 
that includes Tom Brady and Kevin 
Durant. She said he is under no obli- 
gation to sign with the agency when 
he does enter the draft. 

Will Levis said he would like to 
refine the content he creates and his 
social media strategy. 

“But it’s also really tough as a 
quarterback, too,” he said. “Because 
you can’t have your fan base and and 
your teammates and your coaches 
seeing you posting on social media 
and be like, ‘Does this mean more 
to him than the main thing, which 
is football?’ ”

The NCAA Division I Board of 
Governors in May warned that 
enforcement staff would inves- 
tigate and take action against the 
most “outrageous violations,” with 
the schools being penalized for 
boosters’ improper conduct. 

Dionne Koller, a professor and 
director of the Center for Sport 
and the Law at the University 
of Baltimore law school, said 
she’s not surprised how NIL has 
unfolded. The market, she said, 
was at aboiling point. 

“Because we now let the genie 
out of the bottle,” she said, “this is 
what’s happening.” 

Short of congressional action to 
sort out NIL issues, some wonder 
ifathletes will be declared employ- 
ees of their schools and have NIL 
issues addressed through collec- 
tive bargaining. 

Proponents say their position is 
strengthened by last fall’s memo- 
randum from National Labor 
Relations Board general coun- 
sel Jennifer Abruzzo, who wrote 
college athletes fit the definition 
of “employees” under federal 
labor law: someone who performs 
services for an institution and is 
subject to its control. 

Koller said she agrees there 
is a strong legal basis for calling 
athletes employees. 

“Whether we actually get to 
the point of collective bargaining, 
I’m still in wait-and-see mode 
because this is something that can 
be changed by statute,” she said. 
“The NLR Act can be amended 
to say college athletes can’t be 
considered employees. Whether 
Congress would do that, that’s a 


political question and something 


we have to keep in mind.” 

LeRoy said there is nothing 
to prevent public schools from 
adopting collective bargaining or 
Congress from passing an indus- 
try-specific collective bargaining 
law, just as it did in 1926 with rail- 
roads and in 1936 with airlines. 

Marc Edelman, a law profes- 
sor at Baruch College in New 
York, said Abruzzo’s memo set 
the stage for unionization. The 
NCAA, on the losing end of court 
cases in antitrust lawsuits, has 
long opposed unionization and its 
newly redrawn constitution makes 
clear athletes cannot be paid by 
their schools for playing sports. 

To be determined would be 
whether only athletes in reve- 
nue-producing sports would be 
included. There also would be 
Title IX implications with regard 
to how men’s and women’s inter- 
ests are addressed. 

LeRoy, who wrote the 2014 
book “Collective Bargaining in 
Sports and Entertainment: Profes- 
sional Skills and Business Strate- 
gies,” said now that athletes can 
make NIL money maintaining a 
semblance of competitive balance 
should be the impetus for union- 
ization. 

Without it, LeRoy said, the five 
to 10 most well-heeled programs 
will sign elite, money-motivated 
recruits and further separate 
themselves from other programs. 

“No league can win when you 
don’t have some kind of competi- 
tive balance in your rule system,’ 
he said. “Rule No. 1 for a league 
is have anti-competitive rules in 
order to be competitive. That’s 
to say, they have to put restraints 
on a labor market in order to 
spread talent around and to make 
the league interesting from a fan 
standpoint.”

Durant wants trade; 
Jokic gets max deal

Kevin Durant may be taking his quest for 
more titles elsewhere. 

Durant has requested a trade from the 
Nets, according to a person with direct 
knowledge of the decision that undoubtedly 
will have teams scrambling to put together 
offers for the perennial All-Star. 

The Nets have been working with Durant 
to find a trade partner, and he has multiple 
teams on his preferred list. 

ESPN first reported Durant’s trade 
request, citing the Suns and Heat as two of 
his preferred destinations. The bombshell 
came just hours before the NBA’s free-agent 
period for this summer began Thursday 
evening. 

Durant is a 12-time All-Star, four-time 
scoring champion, three-time Olympic gold 
medalist and two-time NBA champion — 
those rings coming with the Warriors, the 
team he was with before joining the Nets. 
He has four years and nearly $200 million 
remaining on his contract, which means 
that it may take a haul of players, draft picks 
or possibly both for a team to acquire him. 

Durant has played 14 seasons, not includ- 
ing one year when he sat out while recov- 
ering froma torn Achilles. He has averaged 
27.2 points in his career — over that span, 
only LeBron James, at 27.3 points per game, 
has averaged more. 

And even at his age — Durant will turn 34 
on Sept. 29, around the time training camps 
open this fall — he’s still one of the best play- 
ers in the game, his 6-foot-10 frame making 
his jump shot almost unstoppable by any 
defender. 

Durant has spent three seasons with the 
Nets, not playing in the first of those years 
while he recovered from the Achilles injury. 
He averaged 29.9 points in 55 games last 
season, after leading the U.S. to Olympic 
gold at the Tokyo Games last summer. 

Unless he changes his mind and stays, his 
departure will be a huge blow to the Nets. 
At this time last year, the Nets were banking 
on contending for a championship with a 
core led by Durant, James Harden and Kyrie 
Irving. 

That plan didn’t come close to reality. 
Irving missed much of the year because of 


his refusal to be vaccinated against COVID- 
19; he was ineligible to play in home games 
for the majority of the season. Harden 
wound up getting traded to the 76ers for 
Ben Simmons, who didn’t play at all last 
season. Durant led the Nets into the play- 
offs, where they were swept in the first 
round by the eventual Eastern Conference 
champion Celtics. 

And the offseason hasn’t exactly been 
calm for the Nets, either. Irving’s future was 
a major question mark until he decided to 
exercise his $37 million option earlier this 
week to remain with the Nets this coming 
season. 


Nuggets give Jokic record deal: Nikola Jokic 
went from No. 41 draft pick, to two-time 
MVP, and now the holder of the largest 
contract in NBA history. 

Jokic, 27, and the Nuggets agreed Thurs- 
day to a $264 supermax extension, accord- 
ing to reports. 

It begins with the 2023-24 season and 
continues through 2027-28 — when, if 
Jokic exercises his option for that season, 
he could make roughly $60 million. 

The Serbian star has had a meteoric 
rise in his seven NBA seasons, all with 
the Nuggets. He became an All-Star in his 
fourth season and has stayed at that level 
since, plus won MVP in each of the last two 
seasons after averaging 26.4 points in 2020- 
21 and 271 points last season. 


Beal stays with Wizards: Bradley Beal and 
the Wizards agreed on a maximum five- 
year contract worth $251 million. 

Beal’s deal isn’t an extension, but a sepa- 
rate contract since he became a free agent 
by opting out of a $36.4 million contract for 
this coming season Wednesday. He did that 
with the supermax deal from the Wizards 
clearly in mind, and the sides wasted no 
time making that happen. 

The 29-year-old three-time All-Star 
averaged 23.2 points while being limited 
to 40 games last season because of injury. 


Layup: Trail Blazers G Anfernee Simons 
agreed on a four-year, $100 million exten- 
sion, ESPN reported. Simons, 23, averaged 
career-highs of 17.3 points and 29.5 minutes 
per game in 57 games last season.

UCLA, USC moving to Big Ten in ’24

In asurprising and seismic shift in college 
athletics, the Big Ten voted Thursday to add 
Southern California and UCLA as confer- 
ence members beginning in 2024. 

The expansion to 16 teams will happen 
after the Pac-12’s current media rights 
contracts with Fox and ESPN expire and 
make the Big Ten the first conference to 
stretch from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 

The announcement, which caught the 
Pac-12 off-guard, came almost a year after 
Oklahoma and Texas formally accepted 
invitations to join the Southeastern Confer- 
ence in July 2025. 

Big Ten Commissioner Kevin Warren 
said USC and UCLA, both members of 
the Pac-12 and its previous iterations for 
nearly a century, submitted applications 
for membership and the league’s Council 
of Presidents and Chancellors voted unan- 
imously to add the Los Angeles schools. 

The Big Ten is building on previous 
expansion into the nation’s largest media 
markets, and the move allows the confer- 
ence to keep pace with the SEC as one of 
the most powerful entities in college sports. 

The Big Ten will gain blueblood programs 
in football (USC) and basketball (UCLA) 
and big-name brands that will enhance the 
value of the conference’s new media rights 
package currently being negotiated. 

Losing flagship schools like USC and 
UCLA is a major blow to the Pac-12, which 
has had a long and amicable relationship 
with the Big Ten. 

“While we are extremely surprised and 
disappointed by the news coming out of 
UCLA and USC today, we have a long and 
storied history in athletics, academics, and 
leadership in supporting student-athletes 


that we’re confident will continue to thrive 
and grow into the future,” the Pac-12 said in 
astatement. 

The Big Ten has expanded twice in recent 
years, with Nebraska joining in 2011 and 
Maryland and Rutgers in 2014. 

USC and UCLA stand to significantly 
increase their revenues. The Pac-12 distrib- 
uted only $19.8 million per school in fiscal 
year 2021, by far the least among Power 
5 conferences. The Big Ten’s per-school 
distribution was $46.1 million, second only 
to the SEC’s $54.6 million. 


NFL: Browns QB Deshaun Watson’s hearing 
before the NFL and NFL Players Associa- 
tion’s appointed disciplinary officer, former 
federal judge Sue L. Robinson, finished 
Thursday after three days. Watson has been 
accused by 25 women of actions ranging 
from sexual assault to inappropriate behav- 
ior during massage sessions while he was 
a member of the Texans. The league still 
wants a suspension ofat least a year. Robin- 
son reportedly requested post-hearing 
briefs be submitted by mid-July, but there’s 
no timetable yet for her decision. Two grand 
juries in Texas declined to pursue crimi- 
nal charges against Watson earlier this year. 
Watson has maintained his innocence. 


NHL: The Bruins will name Blues assis- 
tant Jim Montgomery as their new head 
coach, according to reports. Montgomery, 
53, replaces Bruce Cassidy, who was fired 
by the Bruins on June 7. Cassidy has since 
been named head coach of the Knights. 
... The Sabres re-signed goaltender Craig 
Anderson to a one-year contract. Ander- 
son, 41, went 17-12-2 last season. He has 
308 career victories, ranking fifth among 
American-born goalies. 
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WIMBLEDON Yard Goats pound 


Most American men reach 
tourney’s 3rd round since 1995

WIMBLEDON, England — Brandon 
Nakashima’s victory over 2021 Wimble- 
don semifinalist Denis Shapovalov at Court 
12 on Thursday at the All England Club? 
Martin Blackman was there. 

That came after Taylor Fritz used a 
full-on, headfirst dive to reach an unreach- 
able shot on the way to eliminating Alastair 
Gray on the same patch of grass. Blackman 
was present for that one, too, just as he was 
for Jenson Brooksby’s win at Court 17. 

All in all, it’s been quite a produc- 
tive — and rare — start to Wimbledon for 
Nakashima, Fritz, Brooksby and other 
American men: There will be eight of them 
in the third round, accounting for a quarter 
of the 32 players left in the field, the most 
for the country at the grass-court Grand 
Slam tournament since 1995. It’s also the 
most at any major since the 1996 U.S. Open. 

And so, in some ways, it’s been quite a 
start for the U.S. Tennis Association and 
Blackman, the general manager of USTA 
Player Development. 

“It was fun. It was really fun. I was 
bouncing around,” Blackman said during an 
evening rain delay Thursday, before head- 
ing back out to watch 18-year-old American 
Coco Gauff beat Mihaela Buzarnescu 6-2, 
6-3 on Centre Court. 

Gauff, the French Open runner-up, 
became the fourth U.S. woman in the third 
round, joining No. 8 seed Jessica Pegula, 
No. 20 Amanda Anisimova and Alison 
Riske-Amritraj. Gauff faces Anisimova 
next. 

“We’re moving in the right direction. 
Obviously the goal isn’t the third round. The 
goal is much farther than that,” Blackman 
said. “But when you get numbers like this, 
it’s an indicator of a process that’s working. 
So I think that’s what’s so encouraging. All 
the guys that are in the third round want to 
go much farther; I don’t think any of them 
are satisfied.” 

Still, any sort of positive sign for U.S. men 
in tennis is bound to gain attention. They 
haven’t had the success the women have 
lately, led, of course, by Serena Williams 
and Venus Williams, but also with major 
trophies in the past five years for Sloane 
Stephens and Sofia Kenin, and runners-up 
in that span such as Gauff and Madison 
Keys. 

Consider the history: No man from the 
country that produced Bill Tilden and Don 
Budge, John McEnroe and Jimmy Connors, 
Pete Sampras and Andre Agassi has won 
any singles Grand Slam title since Andy 
Roddick did 19 years ago at the U.S. Open. 

Then there’s this: In 2013, zero men 
from the United States reached Wimble- 
don’s third round — something that hadn’t 
happened since 1912, when no Americans 


entered the event. 

“It’s great to see everyone doing well, 
going deep in these tournaments,” said 
Nakashima, a 20-year-old Californian who 
is ranked 56th and got past the 13th-seeded 
Shapovalov, a Canadian, 6-2, 4-6, 6-1, 7-6 
(6) to get to the third round at the second 
consecutive major. “I’m just happy to be 
on the list.” 

So let’s look at that list. He joins two 
other Californians who advanced Thursday 
— No. 11 seed Fritz beat Britain’s Alastair 
Gray 6-3, 7-6 (3), 6-3, and No. 29 Brooksby 
beat France’s Benjamin Bonzi 7-6 (3), 7-5, 
6-3 — along with four U.S. men who will 
play in the third round Friday: No. 20 John 
Isner (against No. 10 Jannik Sinner of Italy), 
No. 23 Frances Tiafoe (against Alexander 
Bublik of Kazakhstan), No. 30 Tommy Paul 
(against Jiri Vesely of the Czech Republic) 
and unseeded Steve Johnson (against No. 9 
Cam Norrie of Britain). 

The country is assured of an eighth spot 
in the third round because two Ameri- 
cans were facing each other in a match 
suspended because of rain and postponed 
until Friday. Jack Sock was leading Maxime 
Cressy 6-4, 6-4.
